INTHAW’S ORDEAL 


Prisoner Stands Inquisition 
Well, but Jerome’s Ex- | 
perts Are Yet to Be 
Heard. 


CRISIS TO COME TUESDAY. 


Commission After Bitter Argu- 
ment Consents to Have 
Prosecutor's Alienists 


Testify. 


New York, March 80.—[Special.}—District 
Attorney Jerome today blocked the plans of 
the Thaw lunacy commission to submit its | 
report to Justice Fitsgerald on Monday. 

Late this afternoon Mr. Jerome, after an 
impassioned appeal, secured permission to 
have his expert witnesses heard before the 


4 commission reaches a decision. This neces- 


sitated an adjournment until Tuesday in 
order to give the district attorney time to call 
his alienists. 

Up te the moment of Mr. Jerome's appeal, | 
near the end of an all day session, it appeared . 
certain that the commission had completed 
its examination of the prisoner and had ar- 
rived at a decision. 

For four hours in the morning Thaw was 
closeted with the three commissioners and 
the attorneys on both sides. The commis 
sionere subjected him to a most searching 
examination, and from all that could be 
learned he had stood the ordeal amazingly 


well. 
Jerome Puts Him on Grill. 

In the last three-quarters of hour of this 
secret examination Mr. Jerome put Thaw 
through his paces in a keen cross examina- 
tion, but even through this fire; it was said, 
the prisoner came unscathed. 

Mr.. Jerome’s cross examination was only 
permitted after the district attorney had pro- 
tested Ditterly that he had not been allowed 
sufficient latitude. Although he won his fight 
to cross examine he gained only a slight ad- 
vantage, for it was learned the commission 
pinned him down close to the direct issue 
before the board, the question of Thaw’s 
ability to understand the proceedings against 
him and rationally advise his counsel. Dur- 
ing the district attorney’s crossa examina- 
tion it was said Thaw comported himself 
most creditably and answered Mr. Jerome's 
sharp pointed questiong with calmness and 
deliberation. 


Thaw Makes Good Impression. 

The commission took extraordinary pre- 
cautions to prevent any inkling of what had 
transpired at the secret hearing to get 
abroad, Nevertheless it leaked owt that 
Thaw had made an excellent impres¢ion on 
the commission and that the chances of his 
being declared insane were remote. When 
the secret hearing ended and the commission 


began: @' public session for the examination | 


of witnesses the actions of the district at- 
torney atrengthened this report. He ap- 


. peared chagrined and irritable and sonstazit- 


ly engaged in more or less angry clashes with 
members of the commission. His urgent 
manner of arguing thet he had a right to ad- 
duce additi l testimony before the com- 
mission rendered its verdict wes generally 
regarded as a concession that Thaw had 
made a favorable impression during his long 
examination. 

In this he was ail the more insistent after 
the commission had dealt his case a blow by 
excluding the evidence of Dr. Allan McLane 
Hamilton. When finally the commission 
granted his appea) to offer expert evidence 
it made it plain that no extraneous testimony 
would be permitted and that his witnesses 
would have to confine themselves solely to 
facts and opinions which deal with Thaw's 
present mental condition. 


Proof Up to Jerome. 

In this connection Chairman McClure of 
the commission made the significant declara- 
tion that since Mr. Jerome had made the sug- 
gestion on the court record as to Thaw’s pres- 
ent insanity, the burden of proving it rests 
with him. 

Altogether it was a puzzling day for those 
who are watching the noted case, Up tothe 
moment of Mr. Jerome's appeal and its out- 
come the courtroom was full of rumors thet 
Thaw had succeeded in proving his sanity to 
the satisfaction of the commission. The next 
move to be made by the district attorney may 
entirely change the complexion of the cage. 
Thaw’s attorneys, however, express them- 
selves ag entirely satisfied with the final 


stages of their client's severe examination. | 


Thaw appeared perfectly self-possessed 
and in jubilant spirits when after the secret 
hearing the public was allowed to enter the 
courtroom, where the commission was sit- 
ting. To a reporter who leaned over and 
congratulated him on the showing he had 
made, Thaw replied: 

“Thank you, but I thought thet was to be 
kept a secret.” 


Dr. Hamilton Ruled Out. 

As soon as the session became public Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome called Dr. Allan Mc- 
Lane Hamilton to the stand. The commis- 
sion had summoned Dr. Hamilton at the re- 
quest of the district attorney. As the alien- 
ist took the stand, however, Thaw's counsel 
pleaded professional privilege in bar of any 
testimony to be offered by him. Dr, Ham- 
ilton himself asked to be instructed on this 
point. Mr. Jerome claimed that the defense 
by introducing Dr. Hamilton as a witness in 
the Thaw trial had waived the right of privi- 
lege. The commission held that as the priv- 
ilege had not been waived before it, Dr. 
Elamilton could not testify as to his personal 
examination of Thaw. 

This ruling seemed a distinct disappoint- 
ment to Mr. Jerome, and he lapsed into 
morose silence for a time. 

Following Dr. Hamilton the commission 
examined four Tombs guards—one of them 
Thaw's personal warder in the courtroom— 
and a visiting physician tothe Tombs. All 
declared that Thaw had acted rationally ever 
since his incarceration. One of the guards 
ecaid Thaw had a haunted look im his eyes 
when he first came to the Tomba, but it began 
to disappear last September. In every case 
the evidence of these witnesses was favorable 
to Thaw. 

Chairman McClure asked Mr. Jerome why 
Dr. McGuire, the regular Tombs prison phy- 
sician, had not.been produced before the com- 
mission. Mr, Jerome said he had not seen 
the physician today. 

“ We saw him last in the district attorney's 
office,” interposed Attorney Hartridge, “and 
we supposed he would surely be here.” A 
messenger was sent to summon the doctor, 
but he could not be found.

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TAFT INU, 5, SENATE RACE 


Secretary of War Challenges For- 
aker to Duel at Primaries. 


LOSER TO QUIT POLITICS. 


Winner Will Be the State’s Choice for 
the Presidency. 


Cincinnati, O., March 30.—[Special. ]—Sec- 
retary Taft @as thrown a bomb into the 
Foraker camp by declaring himself a 
candidate for the United States senate as 
well as for the presidency. 

With this announcement comes a curious 
challenge to Foraker. In a word, Taft pro- 
poses to tie the senatorial and presidential 
questions together and submit them to the 
voters at a primary election. 

If the republican primaries decide in favor 
of Taft Foraker is to withdraw from the sen- 
atorial race as well as from the presidential 
contest. In that event Taft will be the next 
United States senator from Ohio if he is not 
nominated for the presidency. 

If Taft is beaten at the primaries he agrees 
to withdraw from the presidential contest 
and also will tse out of the senatorial con- 
test. 

Whether Foraker will accept the challenge 
remains to be seen. In his own challenge 
early in the week he indicated that he looked 
upon Congressman Burton ag his only riva! 
in the senatorial race. His proposal was 
framed so as to remove Taft from the presi- 
dential contest and Burton from the senato- 
rial race at the same time. 

Secretary Taft’s Challenge. 

Secretary Taft's challenge to Foraker was 
made public this afternoon by his brother, 
Charles P. Taft. It Is a8 follows: 

“Senator Foraker'’s statement indicates 
that he is running for the presidency and for 
the senatorship. The friends of Secretary 
Taft are urging him for the presidency. 
As the senator has included the two offices 
in this primary contest, Secretary Taft's 
friends accept the proposition and will make 
it a distinct contest: Taft for the presidency 
or senatorship, or Foraker for the presidency 
or senatorship. 

“If the republicans of Ohio by their votes 
at the primaries indicate that they prefer 
Foraker for the presidency or senatorship, 
oan Taft is eliminated from the situa- 

“If the people of Ohio indicate Secretary 
Taft for the presidency or senatorship, Sen- 
ator Foraker is eliminated from the political 
situation in Ohio. 

“This is a direct contest between the 
friends of the administration of President 
Roosevelt and his opponents. We are willing 
to submit it to the republican voters of Ohio, 
and the sooner the better.” 


Puts Foraker in a Hole? 

The adroitness of this challenge ig seen 
when its full effect is understoed. It knocks 
out & scheme whereby Foraker hoped to 
make the issue between Foraker standing 
alone for either the presidency or reélection 
to the senate, and Taft for the presidency

Foraker and Taft only. The effect would 
be to lift the controversy out of the factional 
fight which has been on in the state for a 
long time, and permit thousands of workers 
in the state organization—now dominated by 
Senators Foraker and Dick—to support Taft 
without breaking away from the organiza- 
tion. 

If Burton for the senatorship were kept to 
the foreground there would be valid objec- 
tions to these workers leaving the organiza- 
tion, betéause Burton has steadily fought the 
machine. 

Foraker Stands Pat. 

Washington, D. C., March 30.—[Special.J— 
*“*I don't think that needs any answer from 
me,”’ wae the brief statement made by Sena- 
tor Foraker tonight when his attention was 
called to the statement issued by Charles P. 
Taft, brother and campaign manager of the 
secretary of war. 

“Do you mean that you stand by your 
original declaration?” the senator was asked. 

“ Exactly. It is not necessary to add any- 
thing one way or the other to what I already 
have said.” 

The greatest surprise was expressed in 
Washington when the news was circulated 
that the Taft staternent had been issued. It 
wag the understanding here that nothing of 
the kind was to be done, and, Indeed, it is an 
open secret that a cablegram was sent by the 
president or some of his friends, urging Taft 
to remain silent and to let events take care 
of themselves. 

Charles P. Taft, however, seems to have had 
a communication of some kind. 


Will Be No Joint Debate. 


It is still not believed in Washington that 
Secretary Taft will enter into a joint debate 
with Senator Foraker. To doso undoubtedly 
would be to place him at a disadvantage. 
President Roosevelt is quite prepared to let 
Ohio and the entire Country know what he 
thinks about the senfor senator from the 
Buckeye state, and during the campaign 
probably will be heard from, especially if 
Foraker attacks the administration. 


BITLIS WRECKED BY QUAKE. 


Missionary in Constantinople Cables 
That City in Eastern Turkey 
Suffers Heavy Damage. 


New York, March 30.—[{Special.]—The fol- 

lowing dispatch was received by the Christian 
Herald this afternoon from the Rev. Mr. 
Peet, representative of the American board 
of foreign missions at Constantinople: 
‘* Klopsch, New York. Severe earthquake at 
Bitlis. Most of the houses damaged, Amer- 
joans and other people in the missions ren- 
dered homeless. Snow twenty-five feet deep. 
If possible, cable relief.” 

Bitlis is a city in eastern Turkey, near Lake 
Van. Ite population is 26,000, and consists 
of Kurds, Armenians, and Turks. There 
is a mission station of the American board, 
with several missionaries and native workers, 
and twenty-four mission schools, with a large 
number of pupils and fifteen stations of sev- 
eral churches. It is supposed the great depth 
of snow may have been caused by avalanches 
following the earthquake.

Most Strenuous Municipal 
Contest Ever Seen in 
Chicago Practically 
Comes to Close. 


MEETINGS ALL OVER CITY. 


Republicans Confident of at Least 
85,000 Plurality; Democrats 
Disheartened and 
at Sea. 


The municipal campaign, the most streti- 
uous of its kind in the history of Chicago, 
practically came to an end last night with an 
outpouring of oratory by republican and 
democratic candidates and spellbinders in 
all parts of the city. 

There will be a number of eampaign - 
speeches today, in spite of the fact that it is 
Easter. Mayor Dunne will scour the town 
in his automobile and will tell the voters for 
the last time what he has done. However, 
the concerted effort to all intents and pur- 
poses has terminated, with the belief on the 
part of the candidates and party managers 
that the electorate has pretty well decided 
how it is going to vote. 

The campaign concluded with the republie- 
ans supremely confident. From Mr. Busse 
himself down to the last member of the or- 
ganization there was a settled conviction 
that the election of the entire republi 


ticket was assured—that it simply was @ ~* 


question of plurality, which was estimated 
at 30,000 to 40,000. They were equally con- 
ficent that the traction measures would be 
stamped finally with the approval of Chi- 
cago voters on Tuesday. They consider that 
the two questions—mayoralty and traction— 
go hand in hand. 


Democrats Disheartened. 

There is no question that the close of the 
campaign found the democrats doubtful and 
disheartened, though in public they gave out 
hopeful, if not enthusiastic, ante-election 
statements, without having much to base 
them upon.

Repudiates Circular Saying 
Postmaster’s Election Means 
His Own Defeat. 


TALKS TO TWO MEETINGS. 


Tells Voters Their Present Duty 


Is to Advance Prosperity 
of the City. 


“TY am for Fred Busse for mayor, and I 
cannot urge you too strongly to vote for 
him.” 

In these words Gov. Charles 8S. Deneen 
last night indorsed the candidacy of the post- 
master. He uttered the appeal in two big 
ward meetings—one at the Woodlawn Park 
club,. Woodlawn avenue and Sixty-fourth 
street, and the other at a meeting of diverse 
nationalities at Ashland avenue and Fifty- 
third street. 

The emphatic indorsement by the governor 
was received with special enthusiasm by the 
1,000 citizens of the Seventh ward gathered 
in the clubhouse. The members of the ward 
club were greatly excited over the appearance 
of circulars in the afternoon, declaring that 
the election of Busse would mean the future 
defeat of Deneen by the combination of Busse 
and Lorimer. : 

“TI don't know anything about these circu- 
lars that have appeared today,’’ Gov. Dencen 
announced from the platform. “ They were 
not authorized by me, or by any of my 
friends, and whatever they profess I ask you 
to disregard them as I shall. 


Fight in Party Every Two Years. 

“TI suppose there will be a fight in the re- 
publican party two years from now and four 
years and every two years. Thére always is 
a fight—there’s no harm in that and I for 
one thrive on such contests, I don’t know 
whether Fred Busse will be against me and 
my friends two years from now ornot. But 
that makes no difference now.

“The fact appears to be that the mayor, 
however strong his general convictions may 
fhave been upon the subject of municipal 
‘ownership whilst he was a candidate, found 
himself facing a world of difficulties when, 
after election. he undertook its practical 
accomplishment. This is a common expe- 
rience. It is easy ehough for a candidate 
to promise miracles, but to perform them 
afterwards is another matter. 

“Gaining wisdom from experience, the 
mayor determined to undertake the solution 
of the traction question along the more 
promising lines of an amicable settlement 
with the present companies. In explanation 
of this change of policy, it thay be said that 
it is probable that Investigation of the trac- 
tion question, with a view to immediate 
municipal ownership, had only served to 
show the difficulty and practical impossibil- 
ity of that program.” 


Condemnation Means Long Delay. 

The governor then analyzed the mayor’s 
wanderings In hie attempts to settle the 
que‘tion and described the endlese delays that 
will beset any effort to gain possession of the 
street car properties by condemnation. He 
showed how it would be not only possible but 
likely that the condemnation suit would be 
taken twice to the United States Supreme 
court by the companies, thus consuming 
about four years before the properties could 
be purchased, and during which time they 
would continue to deteriorate.

Between 8.000 and 4.000 men and boys 
marched im the Dunne parade last night. 
Organizer Fitzpatrick had claimed during 
the day that there would be 20,000 in Ine. 

The parade had been extensively adver- 
tised, but when it came to a showdown, and 
on a Saturday night at that, it was found 
that most of the thousands of Chicago's 
workingmen declined to make a demonstra- 
tion against the traction ordinances, or at 
least wouldn’t take the trouble to march. 

The parade started from Jackson boulevard 
and La Salle street at 8 o'clock with 1,138 
persons in line, exclusive of bands and po- 
licemen. These were numerous enough to 
swell the total to 1,500. 

The marchers then proceeded over to the 
west side, picking up 2,000 freight handlers, 
fron workers, and several other organiza- 
tions, and returned to the downtown district 
before the evening performances at the thea- 
ters closed. How many of them actually 
were union workmen it was hard to tell. 
They wore no distinctive marks. 


Fifty Policemen in Lead. 

When the parade started it wes headed by 
fifty policemen ande band. There were 324 
street car employés in the van. Mayor 
Dunne has been claiming 10,000 votes from 
the street car employés. 

The majority of the employés appeared to 
be conductors or motormen, for most of them 
wore uniforms. At their head they carried 
a banner thirty feet long, with “* Vote for 
Dunne on the little ballot” on it. 

Sol Van Praag, Mayor Dunne’s restaurant 
inspector, who still is kept in office, though 
he stood thirty in the civil service examina- 
tion, rode in one of the carriages. Before the 
parade started he had made ae violent attack 
on Fred A. Busse, the republican candidate, 
until one of the unfon officials who rode with 
him pulled him back into the seat, nearly 
precipitating a fight, for Sol was in a quar- 
relsome frame of mind. 


‘Every driver who ever worked for Busse | 


is a scab!’’ shouted Van Praag. This met with 
hisses, for the present president of the Coal 
Drivers’ union was graduated from Mr... 
Busse’s employés. Van Praag then quickly 
switched to a tirade on Mr. Busse. He got 
no applause, but the crowd, realizing his con- 
dition, laughed good naturedly at him. 

In the afternoon Mr. Van Praag, according 
to Joseph Dankwood, an architect, displayed 
his enthusiasm by smashing a couple of eggs 
against Mr. Dankwood’s front window at 174 
East Twenty-third street, wherein hung a 
poster of Mr. Busse. 

Woman Carries a Banner. 

Delegates from the federation of labor fol- 
lowed close after the street car employés, 
among them marching a woman, who assist- 
ed in carrying another thirty foot banner, 
inscribed with a sentiment against the “ trust 
press.” 

The electrical workers, employés of the 
water pipe extension department, other 
unionists of the department of public works— 
several hundred employés from the city hall— 
made up the rest of the proceasion before it 
started for the west side.

More than 100 business men and members 
of improvement clubs in Milwaukee and 
Armitage avenues celebrated the first ap- 
pearance of modérn street cars on their lines 
last night, when they made the round trip 
to the loop district and back on two hand- 
some forty foot cars, equipped? with air 
brakes, part of the new order of things 
which goes into effect on the two lines today. 

The first installment of new cars for these 
lines has arrived and will be placed in com- 
mission at once. Seventy-five more are 
ready for shipment from the St. Louis Car 
company, where they were built. As fast as 
they arrive they will replace the old single 
truck affairs that have made life a burden 
for residents of this territory ever since the 
street car system was inaugurated.

“And just as soon as the whole 103 cars 
ordered for these lines are on the ground,” 
said R. R. Hertzog, general superintendent 
of the Union Traction company, “‘ the trailers 
will be abandoned. Nothing but the most 
up to date rolling stock will be used on the 
divisions.”’ 

According to Mr. Hertzog, the delay in 
giving Milwaukee and Armitage avenues 
better street cars has been due to a lack of 
facilities for housing them. Now that the 
Armitage avenue station has been remodeled, 
this obstacle has been removed. 

The new cars are forty feet long, eight feet 
wide, have double trucks, and the latest sys- 
tem of air brakes. There are seats for forty 


‘people in the cars, which are handsomely 


finished in mahogany on the interior and 
equipped with push buttons for signaling the 
conductor when stops are desired. On the 
outside the cars are enameled in the stand- 
ard dark green color. 

As soon as possible the cars will be put 
into the through service from the downtown 
dietrict to Jefferson, Armitage, and Forty- 
fourth avenues. 

Result of Year’s Work. 

Celebrators of the new equipment, under 
the chaperonage of Aid. Daniel Herlihy of 
the. Twenty-eighth ward, made the round 
trip as guests of the tractioncompany. Two 
brilliantly Uighted cars were provided, and 
a couple of hours were spent in riding over 
the lines to and from the loop district. For 
years merchants and improvement clubs of 
Milwaukee and Armitage avenues have been 
working for a better street car equipment. 
The ride last night was in the shape of a big 
jollification. 

“Just a little reminder,” said Mr. Hertzog, 
‘“*that the traction company Pmtends to keep 
faith with the people, and to improve its 
equipment and service as rapidly as it can.’’

OTHER CANDIDATE. 


Organization -Is. Annoyed by At- 
tempts of the Democratic Cam- 
paign Managers to Claim Its Back- 
ing Through the Rev. Allen Burns, 
a Former Secretary of a Railway 
Branch—Members of Central Asso- 
ciation Form Busse Ciuhb. 


The attempt of the Dunme managers to 
make it appear that the Young Mén’s Chris 
tian association has given its official sanc- 
tion to the mayor's campaign has stirred up 
considerable feeling among the officials of 
that organization. 

The Rev. Allen Burné, a‘ salaried employé 
of the Chicago Commons, hase been intro 
duced at recent democratic meetings as an 
official of the Y¥. M. C. A., and as represent- 
ing the political bearings of the association. 
For reaons not yet made clear Mr. Burns 
apparently has taken no pains to deny th¢ 
assertion of his supposed official connection. 
He was at one time secretary of oneof the Y. 
M. C.- A. railway branches, but now has no 
official connection with the organization. 

Has Membership of 10,000. 

The Y. M. C. A. today has a membership of 
‘approximately 10,000, of whom fully seventy- 
five per cent are yoters. A Busse club was or- 
ganized recently among the bona fide mem- 
bers. The probable influence of thisclub has 
been carefully noted by Dunne and his man- 
agers. 

That the individual members of the Y. M. 
C. A. are interested in politics is freely ad- 
mitted, and it is pointed out that the recent 
lectures given at the association building by 
ex-Senator Mason and others have proven in- 
structive. But as an organization the Y. M. 
C. A. is not officially indorsing any candidate, 

Disavows Mr. Burns. 


L. Wilbur Messer, the general secretary 
of the association, yesterday, after a con- 
ference with other Officials, gave out this 
statement: 

‘The association is not taking any part 
in this campaign, nor does it ever participate 
in political matters. 

** Mr. Allen Burns has no official connection 
with the Young Men's Christian association, 
and has not had for sometime. Neither he 
nor any one else has any right to speak for 
the association on any political subject. Of 
course, the individual members of the as- 
sociation are interested in the campaign, ac- 
cording to their personal preferences. The 
association officially, however, considers 
such activities as outside of its proper 
sphere.’’

While the ward isrepublican. it is not strong- 
ly so, and now has two democratic aldermen.

WILL DEPEND ON TICKET. 


Men Running for Judicial, Sani- 
tary, and Municipal Posi- 
tions Overshadowed. 


Judicial, sanitary, ahd municipal candt- 
dates who will be voted for Tuesday have 
been almost lost sight of in the big contest 
and big issue of the. election. 

It is not a frequent occurrence in politics 
that heads of a ticket and the issue involved 
should submerge so cémpletely the remain- 
der of the ballot. Usually among the “ mi- 
nor’’ candidates there is developed at least 
one contest which manages to attract atten- 
tion and arouse interest apart from the main 
race, but this year the campaign for smaller 
offices seems to be going by default. 

It is generally believed that the tickets will 
stand or fall with the head thereof. This 
belief has taken away any decided interest 
in the individual contests of men who are 
candidates for the bench, the sanitary dis- 
trict board, for city treasurer, and for city 
clerk. 


No Campaign for Treasurer. 


What might have been an interes cam- 
paign between Gen. Edward C. Young, repub- 
iican, and John E. Traeger, democrat, for 
city treasurer, especially in the town of Lake, 
where they both have residence, has been 
completely overshadowed. Mr. Traeger 
usually is a vigorous campaigner. Although 
at times he has not been particularly en- 
thusiastic in the ranks of the Dunne democ- 
racy, he was expected to aid the mayor's 
cause in the town of Lake. There has been 
sickness in Mr. Traeger's family, which has 
prevented him from giving his entire at- 
tention to campaigning. It is expected that 
he will run ahead of his ticket in his own 
ward, the Twenty-ninth, and that . Gen. 
Young may run equal with, if not ahead of, 
Mr. Busse in the Thirty-second ward. 

In other wards it is expected that the two 
candidates, with others on both tickets, will 
trail along. This is the more probable to be 
true of Gen. Young. The ticket is con- 
venient forscratching. The election last fall, 
with an elephantine ticket, showed that 
voters have little hesitancy in scratching, and 
are not afraid that they will invalidate their 
ballots. 

The ease with which the ticket can be 
marked this spring may send Traeger and 
the other democratic candidates ahead of 
Mayor Dunne in wards in which democratic 
leaders are openly against him. 


Sullivan Back of Little. 


Tor city clerk Roger C. Sullivan would like 
to elect Thomas F. Little, democratic candi- 
date, against John R. McCabe of the Twen- 
tleth ward.

COUNTY SUES FIELD ESTATE 
FOR $1,768,946 BACK TAXES. 


Attorney for the Executors Says the 
Case Will Be Carried to the Supreme 
Gourt if Necessary. 


A suit to recover $1,768,946 in personal taxes 
from the estate of the late Marshall Field 
was begun in the Superior court yesterday 
by County Attorney Harry A. Lewis. A. B. 
Jones, Chauncey Keep, and the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company, executors of the 
estate,. are made defendants in the action, 
which is for personal taxes from 1899 to 1906. 

Attorney Lewis declares the suit will test 
the right of his office to collect back taxes on 
large estates after the death of the principal. 

A. B. Jones refused to discuss the suit for 
publication, referring inquiries to Attorney 
John C. Wilson, who represents the exec- 
utors. Mr. Wilson denied that it was an 
agreed case, and said the right of the county 
to bring such action would be contested, and 
if necessary he Would carry the case to the 
Supreme court. 

The executors paid the personal property 
taxes of the estate for the year of 1906, but 
they refuse to pay the back taxes, averring 
they have no authority for any such action. 
|“ We expect a hard legal fight,’’ said Attor- 
ney Lewis, “first because the executors 
claim they cannot pay the taxes and second 
because of the question involved. If we win 
this suit we may commence numerous other 
Suits and add thousands of dollars to the 
county treasury.”’

PEACE PROSPECT 
~ GROWS BRIGHTER 


Railroad Managers and Their 
Employes in More Con- 
ciliatory Mood. 


FEDERAL AGENTS IN CITY. 


Conference of Contending Sides 
Is Expected to Bring About 
an Agreement. 


With the peacemaking hand of President 
Roosevelt making itself felt in the railroad

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strike situation, indications last night were 
that the rail officials and the union brother- 
hood leaders would be brought into confer- 
ence again tomorrow morning with a view 
to settling their differences. 

Following the arrival from Washington of 
Chairman Martin A. Knapp of the interstate 
comnfree commission and Charles P. Neill, 
United States commissioner of labor, the 


probablility of a great walkout of 50,000 em- 
ployés in the west; bringing industrial pa- 
ralysis and disaster in its wake, gradually 
f 


ed farther into the background. 

r. Knapp and Mr. Neill immediately set 
about to arrange a meeting between the con- 
tending sides. They were successful to the 
extent that neither the union representatives 
nor the railroad managers objected to the 
program. For the larger part of the morn- 
ing and afternoon the federal commission- 
érs were in close conference with the brott- 
erhood chiefs and railroad officials. The 
meetings were held alternately in separate 
rooms at the Auditorium Annex. 


Friendly Spirit Is Shown. 


Mr. Knapb and Mr. Neill will hold another 
meeting this morning with Chiefs Morrissey 
and Garretson of the brotherhood employés. 
If necessary they will confer also with the 
railway managers. 

Until 11 o'clock last night the situation wes 
under consideration at the Auditorium An- 
nex, where the managers were in session 
with the government representatives. It was 
said substantial progress was made toward 
clarifying the matters at issue. 

~ust prior to the night conference Chief 
Garretson: of the conductors’ organization 
said ihe best of good feeling existed still be- 
tween the railroad officials and himself and 
associates. He referred specifically to an 
accidental meeting which occurred in the 
lobby of the Annex between several of the 
general managers and a committee of the 
men. A short, friendly chat ensued before 
the managers entered the conference with 
the federal officials. 

“The renewal of our conferences with the 
rail officials,”’ said Chief Garretson, “is a 
natural sequence of our meetings with the 
United States commissioners today. Every- 
thing looks promising for peace at present.” 


Roosevelt Is Interested.’ 


Chairman Knapp refused to prophesy what 
the outcome. will be, although his manner 
was confident of success. 

“ President Roosevelt no doubt is greatly 
interested in this matter,’’ said Mr. Knapp. 
“It would be pretty hard to keep a matter of 
such national importance from his attention. 
I will say, however, that we are not acting 
directly in accord with his instructions, for 
under the terms of the Erdmann law we are 
empowered to move toward.a settlement of 
this dispute.”’ 

“It is important that the railroads and the 
men be brought together to patch up their 
relations,’’ said Labor Commissioner Neill. 
“It is apparent that any expression of opin- 
ion from us at this time simply would tend to 
throw both sides out and thereby preventany 
settlement. Meetings have been held with 
both sides and I can say that there is no 
breach in sight.”’ 

General Managers Explain. 

The federal commissioners met the general 
managers at the Annex at 10 o'clock, about 
two hours after Mr.. Knapp and Mr. Neill 
arrived from Washington. The roads were 
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the managers’ committee and vice president 
of the Illinois Central road; A. W. Sullivan, 
general manager of the Missouri Pacific: w. 
G. Nixon, vice president of the Frisco lines: 
J. E. Hurley, vice president of the Santa Fé: 
F. ©. Melcher, general maneger of the Rock 
Island; R. H. Ashton, general manager of the 
Northwestern; J. M. Gruber, general man. 
ager of the Burlington; and E. L. Bush, gen- 
eral superintendent of the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul road. 

The position of the railways was explained 
fully to the federal agents. It was pointed 
out that the companies, after making numer- 
ous con¢essions which were refused by the 
employés, went to the extent of offering a 
general increase in pay for trainmen and 
conductors amounting to 10% per cent more 
than the present scale. 

Chairman Rawn informed the commission- 
ers that when this last Proposigjon was re- 
jected the railroads, in the interests of peace, 
had proposed a settlement of the dispute 
through arbitration. The refusal of the 
union leaders to consider this method of ad. 
justing the difference was dwelt on at length 
by Mr. Rawn. 


Railway Employes Are Heard. 


When the managers retired Grand Chiefs 
Morrissey and Garretson of the two brother- 
hoods of employés, accompanied by a commit- 
tee of seven men, began a conference with the 
federal officials. The union leaders were 
asked to statetheir position. They asked for 
time to lay their side of the controversy fully 
before the two commissioners, which was 
readily granted. 

This meeting,began at 11 o'clock, and lasted 
until after noon, when adjournment was 
taken until 2:30 o’clock. The session then 
was resumed and extended throughout the 
afternoon. 

The union chiefs showed great anxiety lest 
they might be understood to be refusing in- 
tervention. They said they were willing to 
conciliate, but they preferred to stipulate the 
basis upon which further negotiations shonid 
be opened. : 

Word was sent to the general managersre- 
garding this suggestion of the employés, and 
the/answer came back that no guarantee 
could be given by the roads as to the natnre 

f the discussion in case another meeting 
rere to be agreed upon. 

The federal officials then set to work to 
urge the union leaders to consent to a meet- 
ing, regardless of any other basis than that 
of effecting a peaceable adjustment of the 
dispute. Chairman Knapp, it is said, made a 
strong plea to the men, in behalf of the wel- 
fare of the whole country, to agree to a con- 
ference.

These notes, he said, had 
been made a part of his affidavit to Justice 
Fitzgerald and the notes had been placed 
before the commission. 

“He has always consulted with one or 
more of his counsel as to every important 
phase of the case, has he not?’’ asked Mr. 
Hartridge after the commission had con- 
cluded its brief examination. 

“To the best of my knowledge and belief, 
he has,’ said Mr. Delmas. 

District Attorney Jerome declined to cross- 
examine Mr. Delmas. 

Mr. Hartridge himself then took the stand. 
He did so voluntarily, the commission saying 
it would not require any of the attorneys 
to give evidence. Mr. Hartridge said Thaw 
had taken a lively interest in the trial pro- 
ceedings from the first and had made valu- 
able suggestions from time to time. 

Jerome ks for Light. 

After Mr. Hartridge had testitied, Chair- 
man McCi@e said he did not think the re- 
maining counsel need testify. 

“ Right, here,” interrupted District Attor- 
ney Jérome, “I would like to be advised as to 
what sort of evidence this commission de- 
sires from me. I must confess I am all at 
sea. I havé experts here who are costing me 
$800 a day every day they are under sub- 
peena. They are ready to testify before you.”’ 

“ We are here, Mr. Jerome,” said Chairman 
McClure, ‘‘ not to decide the past or future 
condition of this defendant, but must con- 
fine ourselves to his present condition. As to 
the burden of proof, it rest upon you as you 
made the suggestion on record that the de- 
fendant was ‘incapable of understanding the 
proceedings against him, or of advising with 
counsel.”’ 

** Will your honors advise me,'’ asked Mr. 
Jerome of the commission, “‘ whether or not 
you will receive any expert testimony?’ 

“We will hear expert testimony,’’ replied 
Chairman McClure, “ provided it ig not too 
remote.” 

Says He Can Prove Insanity. 

“I have in my possession,’ resumed Mr. 
Jerome, ‘a group of facts on whith seven 
scientific men will swear that this cerendant 
is not now capable of understanding the na- 


rationally advising his counsel. I can prove 
these facts upon which they will base their 
opinion beyond a shadow of doubt, most of 
them having come from the mouths of the 
defendant's own witnesezes. 

** Your honors will observe that no affida- 
vits to Thaw’s present sanity were filed in 
this case by Drs, White, Pilgrim, and Greg- 
ory, the ablest a the alienists employed by 
the defense. All of the alienists placed upon 
the stand carefully avoided testifying as to 
the condition of this defendant. The physi- 
cians who examined Thaw in the Tombs have 
scrupulously kept away from him since last 
September or October. The last word we 
have from him at that time was that he was 
improved.” 

Chairman McClure again interrupted Mr. 
Jerome by saying the commission would be 
giad to hear any experts who could testify 
as to Thaw’s present condition. 

Shows Anger at Commission. 

| “They can’t testify as to facts,” protested 
Mr. Jerome. ‘“ But I can give them facts 
on which they will base an opinion. You 
gentlemen will not illuminate your own in- 
telligence by reading the papers on which I 
based my suggestion on the record as to 
Thaw’'s present condition. If. you would do 
that I could prove—” 

‘* Those affidavits you filed,” said Chairman 
McClure, *‘ were solely to inform the court 
and its conscience and were not intended to 
establish actual facts.’’ 

‘* But you will not even look at the letters 


/ of this defendant, which were sent here from 


Pittsburg and which are in the possession of 
the clerk of the court,’’ said Mr. Jerome. 

“You know that those letters are not evi- 
dence,”". said Commissioner Olney. 

“TI know that they are,” said Mr. Jerome 
testily, ““and whether they are relevant or 
not,”’-he continued, ‘‘ the law provides that 
they can be used for comparison with other 
writings by the defendant.” 

“We haven't taken that view of the mat- 
ter,” said Chairman McClure. 

Mr. McClure then asked Mr. Jeromé upon 
what facts his experts could offer an opinion 
as to Thaw’s present condition. 

‘The district attorney replied that they 
would base their opinions partly upon the 
writings of the defendant, partly upon their 
observations of him in court, and partly upon 
testimony they had heard out of the mouths 
of the defendant's own witnesses.

FIGHT ON STATE POWER.

Attorney Admits ‘‘Test’’ Case and 
Carriers Believed to Seek 
National Control. 


Toledo, O., Mareh 30.—One of the most 
important questions ever raised in the history 
of American railroading was presented to 
federal Judge Robert W. Taylor in the 
United States District court here today in 
a demurrer filed in the case of the United 
States of America against the Ann Arbor 
railroad. 

It is the question of whether the railroads

of the country are subject to control by 
the federal government or by the individual 
States, or both, under the present interstate 
commerce laws. : 

The decision on tle demurrer, which at- 
tacks the validity and constitutionality of 
the United States interstate commerce law 
as relating to common carriers, wild be of 
national interest, and will decide the subject 
of federal control. At present this topic is 
ehgewing the most profound attention of 
federal government officials, railroad kings, 
and legislators. A few days ago, at ac 
ference in Washington, it was decided prac-

tically by cabinet members that some sort 
of scheme is to be placed before the next con- 
gress looking to exclusive control by the 
United States. The president already has 
expressed himself as being in favor of fed- 
eral control, 


Air Brake Law in Question. 

Sult was filed against the Ann Arbor road 
some time ago by the government seeking to 
collect $200 in penalties because the railroad 
is alleged to have violated the federal safety 
appliance laws, it having been specifically 
set up that on Noy. 16 last two trains were 
hauled from Michigan points to Toledo, on 
which the percentage of cars equipped with 
air brakes, operated by the locomotive engi- 
neers, was only 57 1-7; that under the United 
States laws at least 75 per cent of the cars 
must be so equipped, and, in this instance, 
the petition averred, but twelve had the 
brakes out of twenty-one cars. 

Alexander Smith, counsel for the Ann Ar- 
bor, today filed a demurrer, alleging that the 
various acts of congress and the proceedings 
of the interstate commerce commission, un- 
der which the suits were filed, are not a reg- 
ulation of interstate commerce within the 
scope of that clause of,the constitution of 
the United States whicl? confers power upon 
congress to regulate commerce among the 
states, and are, therefore, unconstitutional 


and void. 


Roads Favor Federal Rule. 

Mr. Smith admitted that the demurrer is 
a test case, and by attacking the constitution- 
ality of federal control a decision is sought. 
It is expected that every railroad in the 
country will be tnterested—whether the de- 
murrer is sustained or overruled. 

Many suits are pending in the state courts 
against the roads for violations of the state 
safety appliance and state commerce laws, 
as well as in the federal courts, and the rail- 
roads are seeking to ascertain whether they 
are obliged to be subjected to both state and 
federal control. From present sentiment 
thus far expressed the railroads would rather 
be under federal control than subject to the 
‘laws of the states. 


Railroads Enjoin Alabama. 

Montgomery, Ala., -March 30.—Judge 
Thomas G. ‘Joneg of the United States Circuit 
court. today gave the first setback to “the 
railroad rate and regulation laws just passed 
by the legislature by issuing an order re- 
straining the application of'any or’ all of 
them ‘which will tend to decrease the com- 


from ‘operating without restraint. The or- 
der is for thirty days, during which time the 
question of a permanent injunction will be 
considered. 

The laws restrained are one making the 
rates of freight on June 1 the maximum rates 
for all time, the 2% cent passenger fare regv- 
lation, and the bill classifying railroads and 
commodities, and fixing rates on 110 articles 
of commerce. : 

It was agreed that the reductions in these 
rates’ would make it. impoasible for the rail- 
roads of the state to do business without 


loss. 
Reading Armed for Fight. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 80.—If Gov. Stuart 
approves the 2 cent railroad fare bill, which 
has passed both the senate and house and 
which is in his hands, the Pennsylvania and 
the Reading railways will begin action to test 
the constitutionality of the act. While the 
measure is not to become effective until 
Sept. 30, it has been determined by the rail- 
roads in question not to await that time, but 
to have the matter juatciously determined in 
the meantime by the Supreme court of the 
state. ,

INDICTS TRACTION COMPANY —

Bill Against North Jersey Street Rail- 
way—Denies Influence of “Clamor.”’ 


Newark, N. J., March 80.—The North Jersey 
street railway company, which operates a 
large system of street railways in this city, 
was indicted by a grand jury today. 

It is charged with maintaining dirty and 
insanitary cars, providing useless fenders, 
and allowing its cars to be overcrowded by 
passengers. The indictment was returned to 
Chief Justice Gummere, who a few days ago 
warned the jury not to be influenced by pub- 
lic clamor against the company. 

In its indictment the jury declared that 
“the indignation and protests of a long suf- 
fering public which have been interpreted 
by the court as ‘ public clamor’ have not in- 
fluenced the jury in Its vonsideration of this 
question.”

Louis, and .Geanite City, pending negotia- 
tions, we will be compelled to declare an 
open shop so far as the striking Brewery 
Workers’ union is concerned. This step will 
be forced upon us, not by choice, but by pre- 
valling unfair. conditions.”’ 

_* The ultimatum was signed by Phillip Stock, 
secretary of the St. Louls Brewers associa- 
tion. The association also adopted this 


resolution: : ' 

“We desire to go on record that any dif- 
ference between the old terms and the new 
demands will be arbitrated, provided the men 
resume work on or before Monday morning 
next.’’ 

What the Strikers Claim. 

The strikers met this ultimatum by @ 
statement to the public, in which they say: 

“We have had in the last fifteen years 
hardly any increase in wages. Some of us 
make as low as $11.50 a week, and sometimes 
as low as $9. But we do not work all the 
time. There is 4 layoff system which pre- 
vents us from getting a full week's wages 
every week in the year. They: offered us 
a 5 per cent raise, and we told them we could 
mot accept that. They told us at a second 
conference 5 per cent was ail they would 
offer. 
strike the bosses offered 6 per cent. They 
wanted us to order the men not to strike 
then, but we told them it was too late.” 


Beer Is Running Short.

| Revolt Ended by Relentless Tactics 
of the ‘Troops—Insurgents,’ Armed 
with Pitehforks, Make Repeated 

' Charges, but Are Mowed Down by 

: ‘Volleys of Grapeshot — Leaders 
Were Country Schoolmasters, Moat 
of Whom Are in Jail or Flight. 


BUCHAREST, March 30.—Field guns, load- 
ed with grape shot, are winning against the 
revolutionary peasantry, whose are are 
mostly hay forks and scythe blades. 

The insurgents were able to hold their own 
against the troops at close quarters and 
even withstood cavalry charges, doing ter- 


slaughter since the troops used artillery ap- 
pears to be terrifying them into submission. 

In the district of Viashica, where the out- 
break was particularly serious, large num- 
bers of insurgents have surrendered and have 
denounced their leaders to the authorities, 
with the result that many of the latter have 
been arrested. The government hopes that, 
with the leaders in jail, the undisciplined 
bends will soon abandon the field. 

The self-styled “ generals’ usually turn 
out to be country school masters and village 
priests. Many women are fighting in the in- 
surgent ranks and some of them have been 
found among the killed, side by side with 
their husbands, sons, and brothers. 


Like a Pitched Battle. 


Details of the attack made by the peasants 
on Galatz show that a’ pitched battle was 
fought. The insurgents, who were several 
thousand strong, commenced the assault at 
midnight, carried the outer earthworks by 
storm, and captured a suburb, which they 
set on fire after pillaging it. 

Three battalions of infantry attempted to 
stem the peasants’ entry into the city itself, 
but the fork and scythe armed rustics fought 
and had almost

BASEBALL PLAYERS HAVE EYES 
OPENED IN THE SOUTH. 


Training Trips Convince Major Leag- 
ners There te a Mint of Money to 
Be Made by Promoting Chatn of 
Hostelries in Dixie Land for Ac- 
commodation of Heroes of the Dia- 

- mond—Recent’ Invasion Results in 
Many Complaints from Travelers. 


(BY SY.} 


Columbus, O., March 80.—[ Special. }--A syn- 
dicate of baseball players and magnates to 
promote a string of modern and capacious 
hotels in the south is the latest thing out in 
the line of trusts, and if it doesn’t reach con- 


summation there is every chance the near 
future may see, the abolition of modern spring 


training trips. 

At present the ball players are the leading 
promoters of the embryonic enterprise, but 
it is likely the magnates will be allowed to 
purchase some stock in the good thing if they 
really insist. Stock subscriptions will be 
opened with the fiying of pennants, and re- 
main open as long as necessary. 

Cubs and Sox are ieading spirits in the 
new scheme, and the shrewd business men 
ef both clubs who have good property in- 
vestments already on hand believe there are 
more millions in it than ever were taken out 
of a Nevada gold mine. 

It is a patent fact the greatest need of the 
new industrial south, aside from labor, now 
is more and better hotels. the south 
has been growing industrially and wexing 
prosperous tn its larger cities, the public ac- 
commodations for the business and traveling 
public have not been increased. Capital 
there has been for business and manufac- 
turing increases, but little or none of it has 
gone into increasing or modernizing hotels 
to keep pace with increasing population and 
@ greater amount of travel. 


Congestion in Hotels. 


There may be exceptions, but none in the 
larger cities of the middle south. OConse- 
quently the demands of the average daily 
traveling public more than exceed the supply 
of accommodations, whether first, second, or 
third class. Then when the influx of ball 
players happens in the spring of each year 
there is a congestion which cannot be re- 
lieved without patronizing third class hos- 
telries. If the general public is not crowded 
out of the best hotels then the ball player is— 
and generally it is thelatter. Add to this the 
fact there are few hotels in the south which 
would be considered first class in the north 
a it ean be imagined what third clase is 
ike. 

What the ball players’ syndicate plans to do 
is to get In early and reap the harvest which 
they see awaiting any one with nerve enough 
to furnish modern, clean hotels. They would 
have each room provided with two baths and 
an anteroom capable of seating half a dosen 
bell hops, who would be kept waiting at the 
beck and call of the occupant. There must 
be a: private Wning room for bell players, 
open at all hours of the day, so as to avoid 
the necessity ef getting out of bed at the 
unholy hour of 9 a. m. to avoid missing break- 
fast. One waiter is to be provided for each 
ball player guest and the meals are to be 
served on individual tables large enough to 
serve four ordinary persons from. This is to 
avoid crowding the table with the many side 
dishes ordered as backing for the slabs of 
beef consumed by the sturdy athietes in 
training. Every room is to have four front 
windows, hot and cold water, dumb waiter 
landing, one dozen clean towels in each room 
every hour and sunlight both night end day. 
Minor details have not been worked out yet. 

There are to be inside rooms, of course, 
and suites without baths, but these are to be 
for the use of the general public, which may 
have the privileges of ball players at all 
seasons of the year except that devoted to 
spring training of the major leagues. 


Problem for Magnates. 


Seriously speaking, the problem of accom- 
modations for baseball clubs on southern 
trips is becoming more difficult each year, 
and there can be but two resulta. Hither 
there must be moore and better hotels or 
southern trips as now conducted must be 
abandoned for lack of players willing to make 
them. 

A few of the experiences encountered by 
Cubs and Sox this spring are typical, al- 
theugh, of course, there are exceptions. At 
New Orleans a new and modern hotel has 
been opened recently and already is over- 
flowing conetantly. The St. Charles is the 
only first class hotel there available to ball 
players, and the St. Charies folks turn their 
servants out of their quarters on the top 
floor in order to let the ball players in, putting 
three, four, five, and sometimes more in one 
room without baths. Players have to depend 
on the Young Men’s Gymnastic club for bath- 
ing facilities. The argument that poor ac- 
commodations are given because of the re- 
duced rates allowed ball clubs and that better 
ones could be obtained by raising the rates 
does not hold true, because in New Orleans 
the same rate is paid for poor accommoda- 
tions as in northefn cities during the chagn- 
pionship season for good quarters. The St. 
reg Hoy gives its servants’ quarters to south- 
ern league teams at a $1 a day che r rate 
that it charges major league dubs ee os 
same cramped accommodations. 


Find Fault at Memphis. 


At Memphis the Cubs encountered tough 
luck, because the only up to date hotel ip 
town does not cater to ball players, the clerk 
said, “ because they cut up the carpets and 
rugs so with their spiked shoes.”” As major 
league ll players have not worn spiked 
shoes in hotels for some ten or twelve years 
the Cubs suffered the woes of an unsatisfac- 
tory roomery because of the archaic ideas 
and opinions of one proprietor. 

Nashville has no modern hotel at all, al- 
though it is a modern and model business city 
in many respects, and the scene of annual 
legislative and executive sessions and bat- 
tles. The Tulane, where the Cubs stopped, 
had to turn away fifty guests to let them in. 
At Louisville an Elks’ convention congested 
things almost beyond endurance, and there 
was a loud and unanimous sigh of relief when 
the National league champions crossed the 
Ohio river this morning back into the country 
gg and clean hotels. 

udging by the experiences of two club 
this gpring, and the expressions of the en 
ers, one and all, there will be a@ lot of them 
doing spring training stunts at home next 
spring, unless their modern hotel syndicate 
scheme is put through. 


Alternative for Club Owners. 


The alternative for the club owner will be 
te formulate training plans along the line 
followed for years by the Pittsburg club. 
That is, to pick out some good resort per- 
manently, secure permanent quarters and 
grounds for practice, and do practically all 
the training there, winding up with half a 
dozen exhibition games against clubs of 
northern cities. It may prove more expen- 
sive, but the training season can be short- 


and the net results will more than justify the 
expense of cutting out the long and not over- 
profitable exhibition barnstorming trips. 
Good physical condition is what the major 
teague player needs more than actual prac- 
tice, a little of which will suffice to put him 
in form for championship work. The train- 
ing trip of today gives the player lots of 
practice, but at the risk of poor physical 
‘trim due to constantly changing diet, water 
and doubtful atcommodations.

Experiment at Ghent, in Belgium, 
Rids the City of Thieves and Night 


Prowlers.

PARIS, March 30.—The latest addition to 

the discussion of the inability of the Parisian 
police to capture the thieves and assassins 
that throng the streets at night has called for 
many suggestions as to new methods and ex- 
pedients. Thus ifa mere man cannot handle 
the situation, why not call in.the services 
of dogs. This, in fact, has been done,in the 
suburb of Neuilly, but the trial is so recent 
that it is too soon to properly judge the re- 


sults. 

Meantime the correspondent of one of the 
Parisian dailies has been studying the dog 
police system in Ghent, Belgium, where it 
has beem pronounced an absolute success. 
In former days Ghent was the paradise of 
thieves and robbers. Now, says Burgomeis- 
ter Van Wesemael, it is perfectly safe. 

The dogs used on Ghent's dog police force 
are born and reared to the profession. After 
the age of 3 months they are as carefully 
nurtured, fed, and trained as young race- 
horses. They are taught to know nobody 
as a friend except the human members of the 
police force. The result is that they finally 
become automatons in the hands of their 
masters and totally indifferent te influences 
outside of their regular work. 

The dog force in Ghent now numbers thirty. 
When on duty at night the police dog keeps 
ten paces ahead of the policeman. While 
the latter examines the doors and shutters, 
the dog carefully pokes its nose in all néoks 
and corners. These dogs are hot of any fancy 
toy breed by any means, but belong to that 
hardy race known in Europe to the custom 
house frontier service as Closely allied to the 
sheep dog breed. The dog force of Ghent is 
to be increased to fifty soon. M. Lepine, 
the prefect of Paris, who is proverbially 
pro ovelty and improvements, is said 
t ring a plan to use dogs through- 
out Paria. -

UAURIER DENIES CHARGE. 


Resents Attempt to Wreck Colo- 
nial Conference; Intercolonial 
Road to Be Extended. 


Ottawa, Ont., March. 28.—[Special Corre- 
spondence, }—The political situation in Cana- 
da has rarely been so inflamed since 187%, 
when Sir John A. Macdonald was forced out 
of office by the Pacitic railway scandals, as it 
is today. Within the brief space of forty- 
eight hours the wine, women, and graft 
scandals, the attitude of the government re- 
specting the colonial conference, and the al- 
leged negotiatione—" amazing,” ‘they | are 
called—-between Mr, Root and Mr. Bryce in 
relation to Canadian affairs, have all been 
flashed into the full light of publicity in a 
manner calculated to arouse the strongest 
excitement and animosity. 

In the ‘* wine, women, and graft ” scandals, 
the case so dramatically presented to the 
house by Mr. Bourassa, himeelf a liberal, ex- 
hibited cabinet ministers and members of 
parliament as alike accused before the 
country of shameful tmmorality, and com- 
pelling the government and opposition lead- 
ers into a sawoff to prevent the whole of the 
facts coming before the house and om record, 
or being inany way investigated Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, replying to Bourassa, referred to the 
accusations, ©0 far as his colleagues in the 
administration were concerned, as connect- 
ing certain ministers with women of iH re- 
pute and with stories of their having been 
ejected from theaters and hotels, and he de- 
clined to turn the house of commone into a 
police courtRY Bourassa’s resolution to inves- 
tigate was rejected by the house, but the 
story, which had previdusly been told in 
whispers, is now before the people of ali 
Canada. 


Laurier Accused in House. 

The colonial conference affair is more ser!i- 
ous, Sir Wilfrid Laurier was charged in the 
house by the leader of the opposition with 
having laid his plans so far back as 1902 to 
evade attendance at the next meeting of 
imperial premiers. Sir Wilfrid resented this 
charge and said he was willing to represent 
Canada in April if ‘accompanied by those of 
his colleagues who had been indicated for 
the purpose and whose presence was neces- 
gary, but this apparently had been rendered 
impossible by the slow progress of public 
business and the delays imposed by the oppo- 
sition preventing the prorogation of parlia- 
ment in time for the conference—thus placing 
the responsibility on the shoulders of the 
conservatives. It is asserted that the Que- 
bec (French-Canadian) wing of the Mberal 
party, determined at all costs to prevent 
Canada being represented at the conference 
by the premier, notified Sir Wilfrid if he left 
Ottawa for London during the time the con- 
ference was sitting advantage would be taken 
of ‘his absence to make an attack upon Mr. 
Fielding, the finance minister, for his atti- 
tude on the school clauses of the northwest- 
ern autonomy bills, thus raising the most 
dangerous of all questions for a liberal gov- 
ernment to face. 


Bryce’s Plan Censured. 

The third excitement, Mr. Bryce’s alleged 
misunderstanding with Mr. Root for the set- 
tlement of pending questions between the 
United States and Canada, is the worst of 
all. It ig sprung suddenly on the country im 
just precisely the most objectionable way 
that possibly could be devised by any one 
really familiar with Canadian affatre and the 
trend of public opinion—namely: as @ mask 
for the thing Canada rejected once before— 
commercial union with the United States.

EASTER AND CHICAGO. 

After the strife and uproar of the cam- 
paign comes the grateful peace’ of Easter. 
The people are given a day of truce. In 
it they can consider quietly the vital ques- 
tion involved in Tuesday’s election and the 
happy effect which the right settlement of 
that question will have on the future of 
the city. 

It is the hope of good citizens that this 
Easter and this spring may be the har- 
bingers of better times for Ohicago. They 
see that the city is. far from being what 
it should. be. Private citizens have been 
progressive and resourceful, but Chicago 
has been neither. Well understood causes 
have depressed and repressed the vitality 
of the community. The city has grown, 
but its growth has not been what it ought 
to have been. 

For some years the citizens of Chicago 
have had to be apologists. It was dis 
agreeable, but they could not help it 
When outsiders have pointed out the 
shortcomings of their city they have had 
no defense to make. They have had to 
admit that the local transportation facili- 
ties were disgraceful, that public improve- 
ments were neglected, and that the mu. 
nicipal government let the community take 
care of itself. - 

This spring should be the opening of a 
new era. The necessity for the apolo- 
getic attitude should cease and the people 
of Chicago be given an opportunity to de- 
fend their city. The progress which it 
has made during the last ten years would 
shrink into insignificance compared with 
that it could make during the next ten 
years if the fetters of maladministration 
were stricken off. 

Good government is the crying need of 
Whicago—e government that has initia- 
tive and constructive ability, that plans 
and executes: public works, and that pro- 
tects the Hie, health, and property of 
the citizen. With such a government cap- 
ital and labor will stream into Chicago. 
The vacant places will be built up. The 
waste lands will become valuable. The 
energy of industry will be enabled to exert 
itself to the utmost. 

No spectacle could be more pleasing 
than that of Chicago, long imert and un- 
progressive, “rousing herself like a strong 


man after sleep” and setting an example 


of municipal efficiency to the other cities 
of the country. Whether there shall be 
such a spectacle depends on what the 
voters do day after tomorrow. The indi- 
cations are that a majority of them want 
a greater and better Chicago, and as « 
means to that end are resolved to turn 
over the government of the city to new 
men under whom Chicago will make sub- 
stantial and rapid progress. If the indi-~ 
cations are not deceptive this Daster will 
be the herald of an awakened, buoyant, 
aspiring, and triumphant Chicago. 


: HISTORIC JAMESTOWN. 

“The exposition on the shores of Hamp- 
ton roads has a great advantage in being 
located upon a historic site. It bears the 
name of a long abandoned settlement on 
the James river whose foundation 300 
years ago affordg the occasion for cele- 
bration. But it does not have to draw 
much upon the history of that first cap 
ital of the “ Old Dominion ” to arouse in- 
terest, so many stirring scenes having 
been witnessed in its immediate vicinity 
since the, earliest days of European dis- 
covery and settlement. 

The visitor to Norfolk may see for him- 
self plastered high in the walls of an old 
brick church a cannon ball fired from a 
British war vessel during the revolution. 
He needs little imagination to picture the 
Chesapeake as it sailed out to sea to be 
overhauled and humiliated by the British 
frigate ‘Leopard in one of the exciting 
years just preceding the “ war of 1812.” 
He may find still living many persons who 
witnessed the famous duel between the 
Monitor and the Merrimac, which revolu- 
tionized naval warfare. 

When the conspicuous part played by 


the three great wars of the republic is re- 
called i is evident that there is good rea- 
son for the naval features of the coming 
exposition. A large amount of istory has 
been written since Newport sailed into 
those waters with his little fleet in the 


the splendid harbor.of Hampton roads in’ 


amounting to slightly over 2 per cent. 
Savings bank deposits are a fair index 
to the general prosperity of the city. 


When they amount to an average of $75 


for every man, woman, and child in the 
city they show that the earnings of 


working people are not only enough for’ 


them to live on in comfort but enough 


to permit the laying by of something for

In the mean- 
time the money is not lying idle in 
bank but is loaned for the promotion of 
commercial enterprises, which in turn 
add to the wealth of the community. 
The situation is satisfactory from 
every point of view. Labor and capital 
ate working together for the common 
good in spite of the efforts of dema- 
gogues to set the two in opposition. The 
bonds of common advantage are a con- 
servative force. whose value cannot be 
overestimated. It shows a healthy frame 
of mind among the people of _small 
means that they are putting the money 
where it will be safe instead of investing 
in schemes which promise more than the 
modest interest allowed by savings banks 
but actually pay little or nothing. | 


If in spite of all the drawbacks of the 


winter the savings banks show the in- 
crease which they do, the next three 
months ought to show still more gratify- 
ing results. Spring trade is booming. 


Workmen are being taken on instead of 


laid off. The only thing which could 
halt the increase of prosperity would be 
the distress of a railroad strike. Every 
person with money in the savings bank 
would feel the disastrous effect of that. 


FEMININE ATHLETICS. > 

The story of Mrs. Mary Fitzgibbons. of 
Brooklyn, setting forth her encounter with 
a would-be burglar, should be an object 
lesson ag to the necessity of raising strong, 
healthy girls, fitted by physica) develop- 
ment for athletic prowess. While Mrs. 
Fitzgibbons was at work downstairs one 
day ske heard some one open the front 
door and stealthily sneak upstairs. She 
followed and discovered a man trying to 
open a room with a skeleton key. She 
inquired his intentions, whereat, after the 
manner of his kind, he rushed at her 
with fists doubled up. Mrs. Fitzgibbons 
was not at all alarmed at his warlike at- 
titude. She did not scream or faint after 
the manner of some of her kind. She 
evaded his blows, and, seizing him by the 
collar, shook him as a dog shakes a rat. 
She continued the operation until she had 


shaken the breath and the fight afl out of 


him. He was willing to cry quits, get out 
of the house, and promise never to come 
there again, but Mrs. Fitzgibbons felt 
she had not performed the whole duty of 
woman. She had thus far simply de- 
fended herself. She must administer a 
lesson which he would remember. With 
the direct, incisive remark, “ Now, sonny, 
I'll teach you not to break into my house,” 
she gave him a sudden jerk which landed 
him across her knee. Then she removed 
her slipper, not one of tne tiny Cinderella 
sort, but one with a generous brogan sole, 
and gave him a sound spanking. 

This is not all of Mrs. Fitzgibbons’ 


story. She had only performed what she 


thought was a personal duty. She had 
vindicated her dignity. She had fitly re- 
sented the invasion of her home by a 
stranger with felonious intent. She had 
also fitly punished the temerity of the 
stranger in presuming to attack her with 
his fists. Personally she was satisfied, 
but she felt that she owed a duty to others 
and that she must protect weaker and 
less amazonian members of her sex from 
his visitations. So she took the smarting, 
humiliated burglar by the ear, led him out 
to the street, sent for a policeman, and 
handed him over to the law. 
Considering this story in all its bearings 
it may not be pleasant to imagine what 
might happen to the male sex were all 
‘women as stalwart as Mrs. Fitzgibbons. 
But her success in dealing with the young 
man of the jimmy and dark lantern shows 
the advantage the sex would have if it pur- 
sued the culture of physical development 
with half the zeal it pursues the culture of 
Ibsen, Browning, millinery openings, ma@- 
nées, and tea balls. . It might not be com- 
fortable for man perhaps to have to settle 
with Boadiceas and Brunhbildes instead of 
Minnies and Mauds, but he would have 
more respect for the other sex and would 
be less unjust and cruel in his dealings. 
And, more far reaching still,. it would set- 
tle the question of woman’s rights once 
and forever, Were all women like Mary 
Fitzgibbons they would take their rights 
or, slipper in hand, know the reason why. 


The announcement of the death of the 
last survivor of the seven men who in- 
corporated the “ Bishop Hill Colony” in 
Henry county im 1853 recalls a forgotten 
chapter of Illinois history in which the 
futility of the communistic idea as a 
practical element of social life was i!lus- 
trated as well as the difficulties which 
beset a religious colony when the inspir- 
ing founder and leader is taken away by 
death, 

It was Eric Jensen who planned the 
migration from Sweden to the new world, 
where, as the representative of Christ, 
he was to accomplish a work far greater 
than that of the apostles of old. He was 
to build a New Jerusalem into which ie 
was to gather the children of God. This 
New Jerusalem was to extend its bounda- 
ries until it embraced the whole earth. 
Then the millennium was to be ushered 


| im and Jensen was to reign to the end of 


time. 

The pecuhar tenets which made him 
and hie followers objects of persecution 
at home need not be recalled. But 
through his zeal more than 1,100 able 
bodied immigrants were led. to cross the 
seas and | find a refuge in Illinois, this 
movement of population lasting from 
1846 to 1854, ten distinct companies com- 
ing during those years. They built mills, 
erected manufactories, and put thousands 
of acres under cultivation. They played 
an important part in railroad construction 
in their section of the state, getting a 
large amount of money for their labor. 
They engaged in banking business, estab- 
lished towns, encouraged immigration, 
sent out their apostles to seek converts, 
and, gaining!their notion from the New 
Testament, held their goods in common. 
When they reached Chicago in 1846 they 
were so poor that the able bodied walked 
to the site of their intended settlement. 
When they abandoned the communal 
plan in 1861 their net assets were nearly 
$800,000. The lawsuit which attended 
the distribution of this property was a 
famous case in Illinois legal circles until 
it was compromised in 1879. 

Their decline set in soon after the mur 
der of their leader in May, 1850. He had 
been strong as an organizer and as an 
initiator of immigration. He proved 
weak as an administrator, and. when he 
died there was no one to. carry on the 
affairs in the presence of increasing dis- 
content. Parties sprang up one after 
another, the religious tie was weakened, 
and within fifteen years after the migra- 
tion from Sweden the organization went 
to pieces. 

As a bit of social history the story of 
the colony is interesting. As an economic 
and religios organization it was a fail- 
ure. Its principal contribution probably 
was the indirect one of stimulating the 
great migrations of Scandinavians into 
the west and northwest. 


“GENERAL PUBLIC.” 

One of the results of the widespresd 
discontent of the people with the rail- 
roads is the definite attempt of some of 
the companies to find out the things con- 
nected with their service which passen- 
gers complain of but which may seem of 
litthe moment to railroad men. One road, 
so it is reported, has employed a man to 
whom it has given the name “ general 
public,” who is traveling about the sys- 
tem making observations. So far as 
possible he tries to dissociate himself 
from the road with which he is officially 
connected and to put himself in the place 
ofthe ordinary traveler, watching out for 
those things which irritate, and seeking 
to find where improvement may be made, 
The success of his miséhotf will be de- 
pendent upon his ability to keep the at- 
titude of the outsider. . 

The courtesy and attention of ticket 
sellers and baggagemen are the most 
important things to the average traveler. 
Where a decent interest is shown by them 
the comfort and peace of mind of the 
patron are largely secured. If the con- 
ductor and other trainmen follow this up 
with friendly consideration the patron is 
quite apt to overlook a good many in- 
conveniences. An indifferent ticket seller, 
a surly baggageman, and a bordly con- 
ductor make a combination liable to coa- 
vert the mildest mannered traveler into 
an apostle of discontent. 

An experienced railroad man of judicious 
temperament ought to be able to make 
many suggestions of value from this point 
of view. Many complaints are founded 
upon trifles, the fault being as much on 
the part of the faultfinder as on that of 
the official Many others are well 
grounded. It is to discover these that

Instead of being guilty 
of the grossest of crimes, a woman of 
sensual habits and vindictive disposition, 
guilty of poisoning every one who stood 
in her way in love or political intrigue, 
this critic conclusively proved that she 
was an amiable, virtuous woman, a patron 
of learning and the arts, and incapable of 
perpetrating the atrocities attributed to 
her. His vindication was satisfactory to 
historical scholars, and the lady’has been 
rehabilitated in the favor of reasonable 
persons who enjoy accuracy of statement. 
And yet Lucrezia Borgia, in the estima- 
tion of the world at large, remains, and 
will always remain, the abhorred pol- 
soner, just as Richard III. will remain the 
monster Shakespeare put on the stage. 
Hand in hand, Lucrezia and Richard must 
go down the ages types of abhorrent hu- 
man cruelty. The world at large does 
not like to give up its long cherished 
monsters,

CHURCH AND CLERGY.

Ht seems that Sir Alexander Colquhoun had 
three sons—John, who was created a baronet; 
William, and George. 

William and George ere vaguely described 
in the various British “ peerages " as having 
“died abroad without posterity.”” But this 
ig unreliable. For in the sixteenth and sev- 
enteeth centuries, when means of commu- 
nication between the various countries were 
difficult at the best, it was found impossible 
at home to keep track of younger sons of pa- 
triclan families who had left for foreign 
lands in search of adventure and of fortune, 
Consequently, when lost sight of, they were 
usually set down as having “ died abroed 
without posterity.” 

Swedish records, however, go to show that 
both William and George entered the serv- 
ice of King Gustavus Adolphus, fought un- 
der his command during the Thirty Years 
war, and afterwards settled in Sweden. 
George died without issue. But William mar- 
ried and left a family of children, the eldést 
of whom, Peter, became chamberlain to the 
royal Duke Carl of Sodermaniand, and died 
in 16838. Im Sweden the name of Colquhoun 
came to be written as Kahun, in accordance 
with the Scotch pronunciation, and subse- 
quently during the course of time became cor- 
rupted into Gahun, Gaan, and finally Gahn. 
A branch of these Swedish Colquhouns or 
Gahns, directly descended from Peter Colqu- 
houn, is now settled in America, and one of 
its members, Henrik Gahn, holds an office 
under the United States government at Wash- 


-Ington. 


a 

Sir John Colquhoun, the elder of the two 
brothers, who had established themselves in 
Sweden, was created a baronet in 1625, with 
remainder to his male descendants, and from 
the inheritance of which his younger broth- 
ers were therefore excluded. The title 
is now extinct. The Gahns of Sweden have 
for the last 200 years always made use of the 
armorial bearings of the Scotch house of 
Colquhoun, with the sanction of the Swedish 
crown and court of heraldry, which, as in 
other monarchical countries of the continent 
of Europe, is quite strict about such mat- 
ters. 

The Colquhoun family was founded, accord- 
ing to one tradition, by the Caledonian chief- 
tain Galgacus, who commended the Scottish 
forces against the Romans under Agricola 
in the battle of the Grampian mountains in 
the year 80 A. D., the name Galgacus being 
converted into Galgahoun, Calhoun, and 
Colquhoun. According to another tradition 
the family was founded by a kinsman of the 
old earl of Lennox, Umfridus Kilpatrick by 
name, who, In the reign of King Alexander 

., acquired from Maldowin, ear! of Lennox, 

» lands of Culchone, or Colquhoun, within 
that earldom, adopting for himself and for 
his descendants the name of the lands as 
their patronymic. The Colquhouns of today 
have still charters containing the grant of 
the lands of Colquhoun, bearing the signa- 
ture of King Robert Bruce. Luss, in the 
county of Dumbarton, which is yet in the 
possession of the family, came to it through 
marriage in the reign of King David II., and 
from that time forth the chief of the Colqu- 
houns has always been known as the laird of 
Luss. 

~- 

The annals of the Colquhoun family may 
be said to constitute the history of Scotland 
and is one long succession of sanguinary 
struggles, raids. wars, deaths on the field 
of battle and on the scaffold, trials for 
sorcery and for high treason, deeds of dar- 
ing both in Scotland and in foreign lands, 
and last, but not least, of the extraordinary 
feud with the MacGregors, phases of which 
served as the there of Sir Walter Scott's 
most apirited Scottish novel, “ Rob Roy.” 
It was King Charles I. who first bestowed a 
baronetcy on the laird of Luss in 1625, as 
stated above. Sir Humphrey, the fifth bar- 
onet of that creation and the laird of Luss 
who figures in “ Rob Roy,” had no male 
issue of his marriage. So he secured from 
the crown a new grant of the baronetcy in 
favor of James Grant of Pluscardine, mar- 
ried to his only daughter and heiress. Owing, 
however, to a provision In his will, accord- 
ing to which the estates of the Grants and 
the Colquhouns were never to be united, a 
good deal of confusion and litigation en- 
sued, which was finally settled hy James 
Grant’s foufth son and namesake succeed 
ing to the chieftaincy of the Colquhouns and 
to the Colquhoun estates, a new baronetcy 
bearing the date of 1786 being granted by 
King George III. in his favor. The Grant 
estates passed to the earls of Seafield, who 
are the head of the clan of Grant, and are 
now in the possession of the dowager 
countess of Seafield. It may be just as well 
to add that owing to the various deeds of 
settlement none of the Swedish or American 
descendants of the house of Colquhoun have 
any rights capable of being enforced either 
to the Colquhoun or to the Grant estates in 
Scotland, both of which are large.

The principal! seat of the chief of Colquhoun 
and laird of Luss is at Rossdhu at Luss, built 
by Sir John Colquhoun, lord high chamber- 
lain of Scotland under Jarhes V. and am- 
bassador to the court of Queen Elizabeth dur- 
ing the reign of Mary Queen of Scots. It 
looks out on to Loch Lomond, standing on a 
promontory flanked by glorious woods on 
either hand, and facing Ben Lomond. Another 
possession of the family is Arrochar house, 
anda third, Ardencaple castle, near Gareloch, 
which belonged to the duke of Lennox, who 
was grandfather and guardian of James VI. 
of Seotland and James I. of England, and 
father of the ill fated Lord Darnley, who 
married Mary Queen of Scots. Ardencaple 
castle is now rented on a long lease to the 
great ironmaster, Sir James Graham of Glas- 
gow. It has no ancestral associations for the 
Colquhouns and was merely purchased by 
the father of the late Sir James for the pur- 
pose of completing the “ring” of his wide 
estates’. He purchased it from the third wife 
and widow of the seventh duke of Argyle,

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MORGAN PARK ANNEXATION. 

One of the propositions to be voted on 
next Tuesday relates to the desirability of - 
the annexation of Morgan Park to the 
city of Chicago. This irregularly shaped 
suburb adjoins the southwest corner of 
the city. The suburb is best known be- 
cause of its educational interests, having 
been the home off military academy for 
boys, of a theological seminary which be- 
came the divinity school of the University 
of Chicago, and of the preparatory school 
of the same institution, usually called the 
Morgan Park academy. 

Some of the citizens seem disinclined to 
the project of annexation, believing that 
the gains will not be sufficient to offset 
the losses. They say that it will be many 
years before the city can give the ad- 
vantages which have been enjoyed under 
local government. In a paper called the 
Home Ruler they set forth that Mor- 
gan Park will have nothing to gain and 
everything to lose by being aunexed to the 
“tail end of an overgrown, badly im- 
proved, and badly governed city.”

HEN the colonies revolted against the mother 
country and had gained their political inde- 
pendence they ceased to owe allegiance to the

It also is provided in the constitution that the United States shall 

@uarantee to every state in the union a republican fotm of govern- 
ment, and shall protect each of them against invasion or domestic vio- 
lence. In these respects the United States stands in the nature of a 
legally constituted guardian of the states to prevent them or any of 
them from establishing any other than a republican form of govern- 
ment, to quell domestic revolt which the state is unable to suppress, 
to prevent any state from intruding upon the rights and sovereignty 
of the others, and to protect each and all from invasion by foreign 
powers. 
It is, among other things, provided in the constitution that no 
state shall pass any bill of attainder, ex post facto law, or law impair- 
ing the obligation of a contract; and in the fourteenth amendment 
thereto it is also provided that no state shall make or enforce any law, 
which shall abridge the privileges of immunities of citizens of the 
United States; nor shall any state deprive any person of life, liberty, 
or property without due process of law or deny to any person within 
its jurisdiction the equal protection of the law. Should the state 
abridge the privileges or immunities of a citizen of the United States, 
or deprive one of its humblest citizens of any of those rights which 
are considered as individual possessions otherwise than through the 
operation of just and equal laws, the aggrieved party may demand 
protection from the United States through its legally constituted 
tribunals. 

.Hence it follows that so soon’ as the federal tribunal takes or 
assumes jurisdiction of a cause, or the federal power assumes to act 
in any governmental matter, the jurisdiction of the state tribunal or 
state authority, as the cuse may be, instantly remains in abeyance 
putil the federal tribunal passes upon and decides the questign.

It is a law binding alike upon the 


states and the people, and this law is the source, definition, and lim)- 


tation of power, wherever lodged and by whomsoever exercised. 

When the constitution was adopted in 1787 the population and 
commerce of the country largely were confined to the Atlantic states, 
In those days state sovereignty stood fur a principle which meant much 
to our colenial ancestors. But times change and thought advances, 
and the dream of today becomes the deed of tomorrow. State sover- 
eignty no longer means what it meant in 1787. 

The states no longer are capable of grappling with and solving 
the great interstate trust and transportation problems, not te mention 
the many grave international questions which now confront us as a 
people. At the present time and under present conditions it is untena- 
ble to maintain that the states are anything more than members of 
the national body. Nor does it detract anything from their local sov- 
ereignty or importance to say that they are members of the national 


After leaving schoo] he starts in a job, usually downtown, at $5 or 
$6 a week, If his eye is on one of the professions he studies nights 
in a college. This costs him $25 a quarter for tuition and $10 4 
quarter for books. If he wants instruction in bookkeeping, etc., he 
goes to a business college, where he pays $18 a auarter for tuition 
and $5 to $7 for books. These, with sundry other expenses, will 
leave but little out of his wages for the support of himself or his 
home. 

True, if his desire is to become an expert accountant, he may 
become one, without having to pay tuition fees, by attending an 
ordinary public night school. But thera—as I was informed on ap- 
plying—he must attend regularly for three years before he can re- 
ceive a diploma as bookkeeper, whereas in a business college he may 
obtain the same diploma by studying from three to six months. 

As our national poet, whose anniversary we lately celebrated, 
says, “the thoughts of youth are long, long thoughts.” Three or 
more years is a long time to look forward to for a boy with a small 
and practically invisible salary in expectation of something that may 
or may not work improvement in his condition. Best pay for it and 
get it quick, for what is paid for is appreciated and preserved. But 
the price, both in professional and business colleges, is as a general 
thing inadequately high for the means of the young purchaser. Some- 
times it finally proves prohibitive, when the cold hand of indigence 
lays grasp on the young student, compels him to close up his text- 
books on law, medicine, mercantile or banking business and hauls

tions that have led to the apparent lack of appreciation, I have dia- 
covered that in the great ynajority of cases that young man is doing 
a work that is not at all suggested by his literal official place ‘in the 
organization. 

I have a slight acquaintance with the manager of a house which 
is doing a business of $250,000 a year. It is a conservative old house, 
run on lines of a past generation, and the manager of the business 
succeeded to the place by a term of long service, improved, perhaps, 
by a marriage with a niece of one of the old proprietors of the orig- 
inal business. In this house in particular is one of the most dissatis- 
fied kickérs whom I ever have known. 

As a matter of distinct truth, the accredited manager of this 
house is inefficient. He could mot secure another such. position any- 
where else on his merits. For this reason my friend, the kicker, is the 
manager's first assistant in fact in the management of the busitiess, 
while on the salary roll of the house he is a clerk, 

I have no dowbt that in the everyday affairs cf this house my 
young friend is almost the absolute head of it. Where he is short 
of being its head he finds irritations in the restrictions of conserva- 
I have little doubt that were he giver full head in the house he 
might revolutionize the business within a year, doubling the income 
acd bringing the house abreast of its competitors. 

But, as it is, he is manager and yet not manager. He is assist- 
ant} and not assistang. He is clerk and yet not a clerk... He doesn’t 
know where he ee in authority among his fellows, and a good deal 
of friction has developed in the offices for the reasoe that, acting tor 
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way in which they should go fully pays her own way, and is more thag 
worthy of her hire. .

The two principal distributing points of the country are Chicago and New York 
~one for the West and the otber for the East. The shipping carried on between 
them is enormous, but is now restricted by the inadequate facilities for handling it. 
Most of the leading Western roads converge at Chicago, so practically all ship- 
ments for the Eastern markets and for export are handled. by the lines now operat- 
ing between New York and Chicago. The Eastward tide includes fruits from Cali- 
fernia, wheat, corn, oats and barley from the fields of the West, flour from Minne- 
sota, furniture from Michigan, lumber from the far Northwest to supply the de- 
mands that can no longer be,met by the @enuded forests of the East, live stock and 
dressed meats from the packing houses of Chicago, Kansas City and Omaha. 

The industries and natural resources of the Eastern Statés seek the great West- 
ern matkets and create a volume of freight business whicb equals that coming from 
the West. Among the States of the Union New York is first in manufactures, Penpn- 
sylvania second, and New England and New Jersey have immense manufacturing 
interests. Massachusetts is the center of America’s boot, shoe, leather, wool, paper 
and cotton trades. The Eastern and Middle Atlantic States send westward vast 
quantities of machinery, manufactured goods, granite, marble, building stone, brick, 
salt and numberless other products. The ceal mines of Pennsylvania, the principal 
source of supply in the United States, are constantly shipping their output in every 

rection. 

Thus there is a never-ending flow of traffic te feed the railroads operating be- 
tween New York and Chicago, and it will continue and increase in volume as long as 
the ceuntry exiets. The traffic between these great cities has doubled in the past 
eight years and yet no new lines have been built to care for the Increase and the 
facilities. of the old lines ‘have not been extended. This condition. indicates how 
seriously the Chicago-New.York Electric Air Line is needed. It will traverse the 
most populous section where the present congestion is felt with gréatest force.

acities. The existing systems not only care for all of the inter-ct passen 
raffic of the two great centrea with respective populations of 4,000, and 2, - 
000, and of all of the taienly -poyeesee States lying between them, but people going 
from almost any point in the East to any point in the West must use one of th 
lines at least part of the way. 

The Air Line will induce new travel because of its saving of time and of the in- 
creased comfort that its smooth and straight road-bed will afford. It is expected 
that the saving in time and in the cost of operating and maintaining its electric sys 
tem will enable the Alr Line Railroad to make a material reduction in the present 
fare between New York and Chicago and still make a larger margin of profit than 
Is. made by the steam roads. Everyone has the desire to travel—at least as an oc- 
casional diversion. It is¢ pleasurable, instructive and civilizing, but now its cost 
is prohibitive to many thousands of people in moderate circumstances. So the mokeg- 


saving advantage wil create a large amount of passenger traffic.

Market Easier at Start. 

At the opening there was enough scattered 
peliing to cause a slight decline from the 
Thursday close, but excellent support was 
given om the softer spots, priges quickly 
stiffening to an advance. For considerable 
time trade was slow, with fluctuations nar- 
row, but late in the session shorts covered 
frecly on the increasing unfavorable reports 
from the generaily cry and cool southwest. 
It was argued by some traders that a sharp 
drop in temperature would work injury-to the 
tender jointed plant, and considerable buying 
was indulged in on the strength ot cold 
wather possibilities. ‘the Mocern, Miller 
spoke in a bearish tone on the general crop 
situation, but the trade was influenced more 
by the current advices from the country. 
Aside from reports of serious ‘“ bug ’’ inva- 
sion of Kansas, Missouri, and Oklahoma, 
there were bullish messages concerning the 
growing crop in Ohio, where the “* bug ’’ was 
gaid to be present. Messages indicated that 
the insects were getting thicker abeve the 
eentral portion of Kansas, and their ad- 
vyancement in Missouri since Thursday wes 
reported marked. 

Domestic Movement Large. 

Receipts of wheat at Duluth and Minne- 
apolis for two days were 779 cars, arrivals 
at primary points for the similar time being 
1,009,000 bu, against 465,500 bu for one day 
@ year ago. Clearances at the seaboard ag- 
gregated 517,000 bu for two days. Some 
of the late. buying of wheat was of a better 
character than has been shown for a long 
time, indicating that strong interests were 
getting back into the market. The market 
moved within a range of a cent, closing at 
practically the day’s top prices. The de- 
ferred months were relatively more active 
than they have been at any time in the past. 


Deferred Corn Futures Strong. 


The more distant months in corn were 
relatively firmer than the May, which closed 
%™@i%c higher than the Thursday finish, July 
and September scoring net advances of %c 
and%@%ec, respectively. Local receipts were 
615 cars for two days, against 608 cars esti- 
mated. Trade was not heavy, but some of the 
support came from excellent quarters. Some 
of the firmness evidently was based on the 
expectation that the week would see large 
quantities of corn shipped hence via the 
lakes, the straits of Mackinac being open. 
Export clearances for two days were 657,000 
bu. Duliness prevailed in the cash market, 
where, despite relative firmness in the pit, 
No. 3 corn was offergd at 5%c under the 
May.

-* Oats Display Soundness. 

Only moderate!y active at best, the oats 
market displayed souncness the greater part 
of the session. Evidence of continued con- 
gestion in the May wasstrorely prezent, and 
the firmness of the nearby month hada good 
effect on the deferred months, which also 
derived strength from reports of damage to 
the crops in the southwest. ‘‘ Bugs’’ and 
Ory weather were said to have created muct.

Sitrength- 
ening influemces were the sharply. higher 
market at the yards and comparatively 
lighter receipts of hogs at western points 
than a year ago—29,800, against 40,700. 
Shorts and new investors were the best 
supporters, packers being the principal sell- 
€fs on the bulges. Shipments of meats and 
lard hence for two days were under those 
of the corresponding period last year.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

Broomhall . estimated that last’ week's 
world’s shipments of wheat would aggregate 
9,600,000 bu, compared to actual exports of 
11,472,000 bu the preceding week, and 8,576,- 
000 bu the corresponding period last year. 
He looked for moderate changes in the sup- 
plies on ocean passage. 

Indian shipments of wheat last week totaled 
832,000 bu, compared to 576,000 bu the pre- 
vious week, and nothing a year ago. Exports 
from Australia for the period were 792,000 bu, 
against 1,584,000 bu the week before, and 
1,250,000 bu the similar week tn 1906. 

Broomhall cabled that navigation on the 
Danube was open. There also was a cable 
to the effect that there probably would be a 
reduction in the Roumanian spring wheat 
acreage owing to the uprising of the peasants. 

There were numerous crop damage reports 
from Indiana, Ohio, and Illinois, but none 
claimed that great injury had been done to 
the growing wheat. There also were several 
advices from these states indicating that 
conditions were highly favorable, although 
some of the fields were slightly tainted. There 
was the usual quota of “ bug’’ messages 
from the southwest, but the trade in general 
apparently was more interested over weather 
possibilities than over the invasion of the 
insects. According to some of the floor 
“ farmers,” cold weather might work injury 
to the jointed wheat at this stage. 

Shipments of meats for the week were 
14,997,000 ibs, against 15,136,000 lbs the sim- 
ilar week last year, those of lard aggregating 
7,289,000 Ibs, compared to 7,155,000 Ibs a year 
azo. 
eed to‘/Bradstreet’s, the week’s ex- 
ports of wheat and flour were 2,708,000 bu, 
compared to 1,879,000 bu the week before, and 
1,542,000 bu a year ago. Corn clearances 
totaled 1,844,000 bu, against 2,509,000 bu the 
prececing week and 2,643,000 bu last year. 

Exports of wheat and flour from this coun- 
try and Canada since July 1 have agere- 
gated 130,494,000 bu, or 27,507,000 bu more 
than those of the corresponding period a year 
ago. Corn clearances for the same time have 
totaled 51,657,000 bu, a decrease of 43,311,- 
000 bu. 

Local receipts of hogs last week were 131,- 
646, compared to 145,082 the similar period in 
1906. | 

The steamer W. P. Rend got away on 
Thursday with 135,000 bu of oats, now being 
well on its way to the straits of Mackinac, 
which are open to navigation. 

Receipts of wheat at the leading north- 
western centers last week were 2,576 cars, 
against 2,068 cars the week before, and 2,458 
cars the corresponding period last \year. 
Some of the messages from Oklahoma in- 
dicated that the damage from the “ bugs” 
was becoming more and more serious, the 
situation in some sections being similar to 
that in partsof Texas. Some fields are sald to 
have been wholly destroyed and that hitherto 
unaffected sections are filled with the 
‘** bugs.”’ 

A letter from Logan county, onfo, had it 
that wheat would not average five bu to the 
acre. This is one of the best wheat counties 
in the Buckeye state. 

The Modern Miller said: *‘ Generally favor- 
able prospects for the winter wheat are main- 
tained. A growth beyond normal is gengral. 
especially in southern territory. No further 
deterioration by bugs. Ohio and Indiana, 
where plant looked poorly, improved pros- 
pects are noted since growing weather set in.*’ 
It was reported that farmers around Ar- 
kansas City were plowing up wheat flelds on 
account of the big damage done by “‘bugs.”’ 
Peabody, Kas., and Carthage, Mo., sent in 
advices indicating increasing apprehension 
over the working of the insects, 

Estimated local receipts for tomorrow 
were: Wheat, 16 cars; corn, 470 cars; oats, 
955 cars; hogs, 38,000, and 135,000 for the 
week. 

Minneapolis wheat stocks showed an in- 
crease of 100,000 bu for one day. Shipments 
of flour thence were heavy at 102,619 bris.

Ancients Wore New Clothes on Easter. 


Now one of the curious customs of Eastre’s day 
was the obligation of putting on new garments to 
secure love's favor -for the coming year, and to escape 
those special pains and penalties to which one wear- 
ing ‘his old clothes was liable. This folly was as 
much a part of Easter observance as was the kin- 
dred custom of watching for the sun to dance, and 
of tasting tansy pudding and red herring in order to 
be happy and gaim one’s heart's desire. It was fol- 
lowed rigorously, as was the eating of hot cross buns 
upon Good Friday as a precaution against having 
one’s house burn down. But so far as can be learned 
no emphasis was placed upon the wearing of a new 
bonnet: a ribbon or bit of lace, if hitherto unworn, 
would serve to ward off evil and attract the gifts of 
happy fortune. 

Meanwhile upon the continent the fashion of going 
yelled to church continued among devotees. For one 
brief hour on Baster, as on any Sabbath morning, 
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the vanities of life were laid aside. Put with the 
second empire came a change to Paris, light hearted 
urban daughter of a pleasure loving race. On a sid- 
den, with increase of means of transportation, those 
ends of the earth where fashion was a variable factor 
in social life became little more than streamer tips 
of that big bowknot which the French capital held 
in her hand as lightly as a May queen holds her bunch 
of varicolored ribbon.

Fashion Born in Gay Paris. 


It was a time of great extravagance of fashions: 
but this one feature marked the epoch lesaathan did 
the democratic character of fashion. So far as styles 
of dress were concerned the star of democracy had 
risen not to set. And the new raflroads of France 
did more than any other single factor thus to level 
Classes. It was no longer the aristocracy only who 
could travel and see tht world, and come in touch 
with other nations. The doors of opportunity. were 
Opened to all who knew enough to enter. Fortunes 
began to be made by the middle classes. Moreover 
merchandise of various kinds was cheaper, and put 
within the common people's reach by the new trade 
conditions that competition fostered. 

Inevitably vanity of things rose into the place 
which vanity of birth had occupied. And the serious 
minded middle classes turned, like the aristocracy, 
from religion to frivolity, changed by the spell of the 
prevailing flippancy.

The importance which hats have assumed in wom- 
an’s life is exceedingly- interesting to one who studies 
feminine status in the history of manners. Once the 
covering of the head by a hat belonged to man alone, 
a symbol of superiority, as a veil was worn by woman 
in token of submission. The costliest bonnets which 
women wear taday scarcely can vie with the famous 
bonnets of Milan which men once wore, the manufac- 
ture of which gave rise to our word miHiner. Cre- 
ations of richest stuffs they were, of Cloth of gold 
and silver, of velvet or of satin, slashed and puffed 
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“Jike garments, and heavy with ornaments of 
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and with spangled aylets. 

No one knows exactly when Buropean women 
began to wear the cap dr bonnet. Something like a 
flat topped bonnet appears in two thirteenth century: 
specimens of sculpture in Notre Dame de Chartres - 
and St. Nazaire de Carcassonne. In the fifteenth cen. 
tury illuminated manuscripts one finds occasionally 
bonnets worn by women. That Hats were worn by 
them previous to Chaucer’s time in England is plain 
from the description of the Wife of Bath, who wore 
a hat “As broad as is a buckler or a targe.” 

In the reign of Henry VIII. the Milan bonnets were 
worn by ladies as well as by their liege lords, and it was 
permitted to them alse to wear a feather. In writ- 
ings of this time we read of “bonnets of damask 
gold, with loose gold that did hang down at their 
backs,” and of “Myllan bonnetts of crimosyn satten 
drawn through with cloths of gold.”

HERE is consternation among the artists of 
Rome because the mysterious model of the 
Madonna will pose for them no more. She 
vows that never again will she enter a studio 
in a professional way. 

There are many other models in Rome—models of all 
ages and types of beauty, but there is no other woman 
who comes so nearly meeting the artist’s ideal con- 
ception of the Madonna as this beautiful Italian girl, 
who during the last few years has posed for nearly 
every painter of, note in the great art center of the 
world. 

“Oliva Barabino” she often was called on account of 
a real or fancied resemblance to the famous picture of 
the Madonna and child among the olive branches painted 
by Barabino and unveiled at Florence in 1887. This 
masterpiece of Barabino’s has been called the greatest 
of the modern Italian pictures, and certainly it is the 
most popular. Small copies in color and photographic 
reproductions are found everywhere. The picture was 
purchased by Queen Margherita and is one of the 
famous show pieces in the roy&l villa at Monza. By 
special request of the Empress Frederick the queen 
allowed it to be taken to Berlin to the exposition 
in 1891.

Never Reveals True Name. 
It is known of course that the “Oliva Barabino” 
did not pose for this picture, but the nickname stuck to 
her in Rome because her real name was not known to 
the frequenters of the studios, and if any of the artists 
who painted her ever discovered her identity they Kept 
the secret from the, public. 
“Oliva” was not like other models. Her residence 
and even her station in life was unknown, or at least 
only guessed at more or less cleverly by those who saw 
her oftenest. She was a puritanic, modest girl, making 
few acquaintances and no friends among the men of the 
studios. She was discovered by Vincenzo Celentano at 
a time when he had a picture in hand and was in 
despair because he could find no model for the Madonna. 
When the artist first saw her “Oliva” was standing 
before Fracassini’s carefully finished pastel drawing of 
the condemnation of St. Stephen in the National gallery 
at Rome. 
“There is my Madonna,” he cried, half aloud. 
“Oliva” was studying the picture pensively and 
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when Vincenzo approached and spoke to 
her she looked at him with serene, ques- 
tioning eyes. He told her who he was and the 

trouble he was having in searching for a model 

for the Madonna that came up to his ideal. He 
asked her to pose for him. The girl considered ‘the mat- 
ter gravely. 

“T am not a model, but I will come,” she said at 
last. “I will pose for nothing else, and I will not be 
questioned. But I will come. I want to help you if I 
can, and”—she paused a moment and then continued 
reverently—“I have adored every picture of the Ma- 
donna that I have séen. Since I was a child I have 
spent much time daily, studying that beautiful, serene 
face. It fascinates me. I consider it a great honor that 
you think me worthy .of posing for you.” 

“J think-you have agored the Madonna until you 
have grown to resemble our best conception of her,” 
said the artist. That always was his expressed belief.

Burying Bodies Beneath the Floor. 

This custom of burial in houses has several different 
aspects, when considered anthropologically. Sometimes, 
as among the Bagas Forehs, it is regarded as a fortu- 
nate event. When .all the ground space within the 
hut has been filled with dead, the family, instead of 
moving elsewhere, pull the walls down inside the dwell-, 
ing, making thus a new foundation whereon to build 
a second edifice. Whenever in this land you come upon 
a residence raised some five meters higher than the 
ground, and entered by a ladder, you understand thailt 
underneath the hut four or five generations of dead are 
buried, one above another. 

Fear of ghosts is common to all peoples. When a 
Banyai of the south of Zambesi dies a drum is beaten 
all night to scare away the evil spirits, who like to 
gather around the dead. The natives of Malacca burn 
fire upon the tomb for several nights in order to keep 
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the spirits within from crying out, and also they take 
pains that the grave shall be far enough from the house 
that its occupants shall not hear the cock crow. Among 
many races the name of a dead person never is pro- 
nounced, eveh in speaking of him, lest he shall respond 
to it and return to haunt the place. 

In Africa there is great virtue in burying the dead 
at its birthplace. Frequently great care is exercised 
in weighing down, or else in hedgimg in, a grave so that 
the dead may nat escape, and some savages even take 
the additional precaution of tying up the legs of the 
corpse so that it will be unable to wander about and 
torment the living. 

There are quite as many variations in methods of 
interment. Sometimes the coffin is woven of tree tops 
and placed upon a pedestal of masonry, upon which are 
traced rude figures designed to attract_to the deceased 
the protection of the gods of the other world. The 
Canaques and also the Negritos Papous for their part 
smoke a dead chief like a herring, so that the smoke of 
the offering may win him favor from the divinities of 
death. Cults of the dead are numerous; many besides 
the Ostiacks worship the dead in the form of dolls.

Skulls and Bones Worn as Ornaments. 


The natives of the Marquesas islands, like many 
other savages, have a grewsome fashion of showing 
affection for the dead by wearing collars and ornaments 
made from fragments of their skeletons. A mother will 
hang about her neck a child’s skull painted yellow and 
covered with a kind of net. The skull universally is 
held in high honor. 

In Malay the strangest souvenir of the dead chief 
is preserved, and one that illustrates an odd perversion 
of the primitive belief in immortality. The lips of the 
dead leaders are cut off and made into bracelets for war- 
riors, who thus become invincible against their enemies. 

In this strange labyrinth of racial custom and super- 
stition in regard to death and its appropriate celebra- 
tion, the student everywhere is guided by a single 
thread of human thought, that hope of an immortality 
of some kind which all men seem to share alike. Whence 
come we? Whither do we go? In all ages, and among 
all peoples, these have been the most perplexing ques- 
tions of humanity.

TO VANISH AN EGG FROM THE HAND.—To palm 
an egg comfortably it should lie lengthwise across 
the seeend and third fingers and at the same fime be 
clipped between the tips of the first and fourth. Hela 
in this position it can be palmed with great case. 
This method also is best for palming a cork. Anofher 
way is to hold the egg in, or rather on, the right 
hand as in the figure. The left hand approaches and 
apparemtiy grasps it, raising it aloft, followed by the 
eyes of the performer. As a matter of fact, however, 
it is allowed to slip down into the right hané@ where 
it is paimed by a slight contraction of the last three 
fingers. The forefinger meanwhile is extended and 
pointed toward the left hand.

and given to the new superintendent 
for distribution after reaching his 
headquarters in Montana. The first 
the retiring officer heard of his diacharge 
was when the incoming officer handed him 
one of his circulars of appointment. Thie 
caused much surprise and chagrin at Great 
Falle, and caused a wire to be sent by the re- 
tiring officer to the effect that a certain party 
had called with his circulars, etc., and ask- 
ing for enlightenment. The only reply he 
got from the general manager was: 

“You are supposed to have arrived at the 
age of discretion, and you should therefore 
know that there is not room for two general 
superintendents at Great Falls.” Cold com- 
fort and much grief on the part of the retir- 
ing officer. He never got over the shock. 
Last heard of him he was In the far east still 
writing appeals to the president for rein- 
statement. The young general manager cre- 
ated more or less havoc among a lot of the 
older officials whom he discharged from time 
to time, some of whom were reinstated upon 
order of the ptesident. But after two years 
of autocratic domineering over Mr. Hill's pet 
railroad this yousg general manager began 


- to show signs of desiring to remain forever, 


or possibly succeed Mr. Hill at no distant day. 
© * 


Refusing to Be Discharged. 

Already he had overstaid his time, and Mr. 
Hill was desirous of securing his voluntary 
resignation, which, when not forthcoming 
after repeated hints, Mr. Hill finally forced. 
This did not avail either, for the young man 
insisted upon completion, at least, of his 
three year contract. One evening Mr. Hill 
walked into his office and ordered him to 
leave immediately. The scene was a stormy 
one, after which Mr. Hill left for his home. 
The next morning the young general man- 
ager's desk and that of his chief clerk were 
found out in the hali, and Mr. Hill's force 
of clerks moved in. This caused the young 
man to retire from active service {mmediate- 
ly, but he continued to receive his salary 
from Mr. Hill monthly up to the expiration 
of his contract, about a year later. 

Some years ago, when Mr. Hill was en- 
gaged in a legal contest with the late Com- 
modore Kittson, there appeared a young 
lawyer from York state, who made the state- 
ment to Mr. Hill that he could win the cage 
for him. Mr. Hill told him that under those 
conditions he should have a nice position 
with the Great Northern legal department. 
He won the case, and not only did he be- 
come chief legal adviser of the system but 
Mr. Hill also - made him a present of a fine 
residence on Summit avenue, St. Paul, nearly 
opposite the present Hil] mansion. But the 
time camie when. thie ttle» York. state lew- 
yer became independent, not at all offensive, 
but quiet and dignified, minding his own busi- 
ness strictly, attending to the compeny’s 


’ business in every way satisfactorily, but he 


would go to the ball games as regularly as 
they played in St. Paul.

Lawyer Gained His Point. 

Mr. Hill for some reason wished to get rid 
of this official, sent for him, and demanded 
his immediate resignation, whereupon the 
official replied that he could not resign with- 
out violating his contract with Mr. Hill, which 
had some years yet torun. Mr. Hill told him 
that, contract or no contract, he must qyit. 
But the lawyer was a stayer. He replied: 
* But, Mr. Hill, I must carry out that con- 
tract to the letter, for I wrote it myself.” Mr. 
Hi.. saw the point, and the New Yorker never 
had another dispute with his president and 
remained with the company up to thetime of 
his death a few years ago. 

In the early '80s Mr. Hill bullt a stone arch 
bridge across the Mississippi river at Minne- 
apolis to accommodate his line, then the St. 
Paul, Minnéapolis and Manitoba road, and 
make a cutoff through the center of the city 
of Minneapolis. By an arrangement with the 
city of Minneapolis the western approach 
to this bridge was to be lighted at the ex- 
pensé of the city, but there was considerable 
procrastination and the lighting was not in- 
stalled when traips were about to pass over 
it. Mr. Hilt had sent a number of letters to 
the mayor and had about exhausted his 
patience when he turned up personally at 
council meeting one night and they had an 
opportunity to hear something which sur- 
prised everybody.

Blaffing the City Council. 

In efféct Mr. Hill told them that, unless the 
lighting was installed complete within a cer- 
tain number of hours, he would tear down 
every rock in that bridge and run ols rail- 
road outside the Mmits of the city and come In 
by the use of a “Y,” backing into town, as 
it were, a plan which he later was compelied 
to adopt to enter the cities of Butte, Great 
Falls, and Helena. Needless to say, the city 
fathers took the hint, and Minneapolis has 
conducted herself wita strict propriety ever 
“— Hill's interests in the northwest ramify 
in many directions outside the railway prop- 
erty. In Minneapolis, for instance, a salt con- 
cern in which he was interested sent its 
man-to Mr. Hill's claim agent in St. Paul 
regarding an overcharge on some salt shipped 
out of Minneapolis. The clerk in the St. Paul 
claim office knew nothing of the ownersalp 
of his president, and advised the claimant to 
buy his salt from another concern, whose 
warehouse was on the Great Northern tracks 
in Minneapolis, thereby avoiding excessive 
switching charges, etc. 

This py Bev was given by letter, and tne 
correspondence was turned in to Mr. Hill, 
who immédiately, sent) for. the head of his 
Claim department.

Archbishop Ireland Is a Power. 

It is said that the archbishop is the power 
behind the throne for peace in the north west, 
and it looks like the truth. Mgr. Ireland at 
different times has contracted for many par- 
cele of land along the Great Northern right 
of way, and at times when money wae tight 
the Great Northern law department would 
send the hurry call to the prelate's office with 
hints at foreclosure within twenty-four 
hours. After one of these notices it was not 
unusual to see the private secretary to. the 
président of the Great Northern tripping 
lightly up Third street with a package about 
the size of a St. Paul directory, known to 
contain at different times, $5,000 or $10,000 in 
currency as the case happened to be, headed 
for the archbishop’s office. Was this a@ trifle 
from the good friend Hill to assist the arch- 
bishop? The secretary said'\it wae. And the 
law department of the Great Northern was 
almost simultaneously satisfied. A case of 
two and two. 

On the Great Northern system it has been 
the custom for many years to submit all 
propositions for the expenditure of money in 
any department, outside what is known as 
“fixed charges "' in the form of a document 
called “Authority for Expenditure No. ——.” 
This A. F. EB. starts on its journey from the 
point of origin in the superintendent's office, 
or wherever else the expense is desired to be 
made, and reaches the president's office be- 
fore it becomes valid or effective. 

There have been questions raised when the 
performance of the different work under 
these A, F. E.'s was rendered necessary in 
advance of the attachment of the final sig- 
nature. Any anticipation, however, of this 
sort wae fraught with some little danger 
to the official giving the order to carry 
out such work. An inetance of thie kind oc- 
curred in the building of a grain spur track 
at a small station in Central Minnesota. 
President Hill had just returmed from a 
short trip abroad and was on his car starting 
for an inspection trip of the line. A vast 
number of A. F. E.'s were on hts deek await- 
ing hie signeture. These he took with him 
to sign at leisure while on the trip. In pase- 
ing the station of H——-, just above Fergus 
Falls, Mr. HIlls practiced eye caught sight 
of @ new aide track constructed just back 
of the house track at thie station, and with 
several box cars standing thereon. ae 

Quick es a flash he reactied for the bell 
cord and stopped the special, backed into the 
giation, asked the agent how long this sid- 
ing had been in, and the agent replied that 
the last spike had been driven a few hours 
before and that the several box cars had 
been spotted on the track for loading out 
some grain. Mr. Hill gave orders imme- 
diately to allow no cars to be loaded on this 
track, and wired St. Paul for authority for 
expenditure number to cover this work, and 
also to have ithe rails taken up at once and 
shipped back to St. Paul by first freight.

Shipper Tries to Steal March. 

This might appear to be an arbitrary or 
capricious whim of the railway president, but 
the facts are that while Mr. Hill was away 
a new general manager had authorized the 
building of this spur to get outa certain ship- 
ment of grain in a hurry, had anticipated the 
president’s signature to the authority for 
the expenditure, not knowing that Mr. Hill 
had a grudge against this particular shipper 
which antedated the interstate commerce 
act, and the supposition is that the shipper 
took advantage of Mr. Hill’s absence and the 
general manage?f’s ignorance of the situation 
to steal a march on Mr. Hill and get his grain 
into the eastern market via the Great North- 
ern, which was the nearer line to his farm, 
the further line being tke Northern Pacific. 

When Russell Harding came to the Great 
Northern from the Missouri Pacific he was 
appointed to a division superintendency and 
his headquarters changed several times, until 
at the end of a few months he was made 
euperintendent at Larimore, N. D. 

* 
Moving for Social Reasons. 

The general manager’s special, on tour of 
inspection, stopped at Larimore to see Mr. 
Harding. While the officers were stepping 
off the rear platform of the general man- 
ager’s car, Mr. Harding came in the front 
doot and encountered an attaché of the op- 
erating staff and stated to said attaché that 
he was saying both “ good-morning and good- 
bye,”” which, pe expiained, meant that he 
was about to resign his position with the 
Great Northern company, giving as 4 reason 
that his wile would prefer most any other 
society in the world than that of Larimore. 
The party to whom Mr. Harding addressed 
this conversation in a few hurried words 
as they passed through the car toward the 
rear platform, suggested to Mr. Herding that 
instead of an abrupt resignation he ask for 
transfer of headquarters to Grand Forks, 
N. D., or some other more desirable town 
[knowing that Mr. Harding stood high in the 
estimation of his superior officers], which 
advice Mr. Harding acted upon, with the re- 
sult that before the day was over an official 
circular was issued removing Supt. Hard- 
ing’s headquarters to Grand Forks, and he 
remained in the service of the company and 
subsequently was promoted to assistant gen- 
eral superintendent, and latterly became gen- 
eral superintendent with headquarters at St. 
Paul. After holding this position fora few 
months, he bécame vice president of the Got- 
ton Belt and,was finally chosen as third vice 
president and general manager of the Mis- 
sourt Pacific system at St. Louis. it will 
be seen that the emall affair of the conversa- 
tion in the car at Larimore was the turning 
point in a successful faliway career. 

Mr. Hill has a penchant for asking ques- 
tions which rivals the famous Li Hung 
Chang. One cold winter night the president 
was wrapped in hie furs striding through 
the great marble hallway of the Great North- 
ern general office building in St. Paul, when 
he suddenly looked in the door of one of the 
offices, asked the clerk if his chief was in, 


covering the different kinds of ink bought, 
prices paid, etc., by the Great Northern for 
the period ef a year prior to the prevailing 
date. Of course, Mr. Hill had gone home at 
once, and when the compilers of this state- 
ment reached his office they found no one 
there. The statement was left for his scru- 
tiny, but was never used nor referred to in 
any way by the president. 

° + 

Often Asks Fool Questions. 

On another occasion while Mr. Hill was 
busy with some gentlemen from North Da- 
kota in his private office, his clerk stepped in 
to lay some papers on his desk, and the pres- 
ident addressing him. said: ‘ William, what 
ig the analysis of the water in our well at 
Churche’s Ferry?” The clerk immediately 
posted for the chief ergineer’s department, 
where everything was set aside pending the 
investigation of water of Churche’s Ferry. 
Records were got.e over in an excited man- 
ner and all hands tumbled over themselves in 
order to get the information quickly for the 
president. It was learned directly that the 
company had no well of its own at Churche’s 
Ferry, and thinking that Mr. Hil! might have 
had some other place in mind, the clerk re- 
ported ae follows: ‘‘ Mr. Hill, we have no 
well gt Churche’s Ferry.” Whereupon the 
president answered, “I know it.” This isa 
phase of peculiarity of this great mind which 
has kept his employ¢s guessing for some 
years. As one of his many genera! managers 
expresses it, ‘I believe the president asks a 
great many of these questions in order to 
keep his subordinates busy.”’

Must Have Decisive Answers. 
One thing is certain, Mr. Hill will not be 
satisfied with any such answer as “ I think "’ 
or “I believe " from any of his men. While 
his special train was climbing the Rockies on 
the occasion when among his guests was 
Henry Cannon of Chase National bank of 
New York, Mr. Hill asked one of his men, 
suddenly pointing out to a stream: “ Is this 
not the place where we caught so many nice 
brook trout on our Jast trip?” The employé, 
while greatly in doubt, gave the immediate 
answer in the affirmative. The train was 
stopped and the party went fishing for brook 
trout. It happened to be the place to which 
nm Hill referred, but they did not catch any 
Bn. o 
Those who have been in Mr. Hill's employ 
for any length of time use the personal pro- 
noun “I” in his presence as rarely as possi- 
ble. On the occasion of arranging for a spe- 
cial train for a party Mr. Hill sent for the 
general passenger agent, which official hap- 
pened to be out of his office, but his assistant, 
& recent importation from a competing line. 


answered thesummons. The president intro- 


duced this young official to the gentlemen 
present @nd directed him te arrange the de- 
tails, itinerary, etc., for their special train, 
which was done in the passenger department 
within the following hour.

Squelching a Passenger Agent. 

The passenger official, feeling elated over 
his being able to serve the president per- 
sonally, met with the gentlemen and Mr. 
Hill, presented the itinerary with quite 
an elaborate speech, in which there 
were @ reckless nymber of personal pro- 
noun “I's,” much to Mr. Hill’s disgust. 
The visions of sudden promotion to the gen- 
eral passenger agency received a sudden 
shock on the part of the young passenger 
agent when Mr. Hill abruptly told him to 
go back to his own office and he, Mr. Hill, 
would attend to the running of the railroad. 
This treatment so surprised and grieved the 
young aspirant for passenger honors that he 
repaired to a Robert street café to drown his 
sorrows. When last seen by a number of his 
coemployés all he could say was “‘ He didn’3 
do a thing to me.”’ 

When the littl town of Belt, Mont., was 
thirty days old ite population exceeded 1,200 
people, the industry of the town being the 
making of coke under Great Northern owner- 
ship. At this time Marcus Daly was a great 
power in thestate of Montana. It was desired 
on the part of the Great Northern to secure 
some additional land in the neighborhoo. of 
these coke ovens, and every effort was put 
forth by the right of way agents from time 
to time to close the deal.

The point in this narrative is that upto the 
minute of this conversation at the Minnesota 
club Mf Miller's salary was $15,000 per year 
andat the mere mention of the name of C. S. 
Mellen Mr. Hill's vanity was aroused and 
after luncheon he returned to his office aad 
made good.

Bought House for Colored Cook. 

Mr. Hill’e charities are unostentatious and 
rarely come to public notice. He once hada 
colored boy employed as cook on his private 
car who was the embodiment of competency 
and faithfulness. Charley had saved money 
and wae desirous of buying a home on 8t. 
Amthony hill, St. Paul. The real estate peo- 
ple, upon finding that their prospective pur- 
chaser was a colored man, declined to allow 
the deal to go through. Mr. Hill heard of 
this and some time afterward hed his agent 
purchase the property, which he gave as a 
present to his faithful colored servant. Some 
years later Charley died and the funeral ar- 
rangements were entirely in the charge of 
Mrs. James J. Hill. 

Before building his palatial mansion on 
Summit avenue In St. Paul the Hill family 
resided in a good sized home on Minnesota 
etreet. One day, several years after the oc- 
cupancy of the new home, his real estate 
manager advised Mr. Hill that his ok? home 
probably’ would change tenants during the 
new year and that he would be able to as«- 
gure an increased rental for the property, 
expecting, of course, that this would please 
Mr. Hill much and that he would be in- 
structed to go ahead with the lease, but Mr. 
Hill objected. He said: “ We are not al- 
ways sure of the kind of people who may be 
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likely to occupy the house and 
I cannot overlook the fact that 
all of my children were born 
there. No, do not rent it, but 
have the building torn down 
and the lot put upon the mar- 
ket.” There is a vein of sentiment running 
through this which may surprise some of 
Mr. Hill’s old St. Paul friends.

McLeod Became Railroad King. 

It was through the leasing of the Lehigh 
Valley and the Central of New Jersey by the 
Philadelphia and Reading that McLeod be- 
came temporarily one of the most prominent 
men in the country. The McLeod star set 
several years ago, however, and he now is 
little more than a memory in the world of 
high finance and transportation. 

McLeod began his railroad career, after re- 
ceiving a common school education, as a 
rodman, before he was 21, on the Northern 
Pacific railroad, while it was building. One 
day when in the west Corbin, chiefly re- 
membered from his connection with the Long 
Island, now a Pennsylvania property, met 
young McLeod in a Northern Pacific eating 
house. McLeod talked so well about the 
railroad business in general that Corbin 
asked him to transfer his activities to the 
east and become manager of the Utica, Ithaca 
and Elmira railroad. This suited McLeod 
and he established himself at Elmira, where 
he made a lot of friends and did a lot of hard 
work. The road is now an unimportant 
branch of the Lehigh Valley system. 

Corbin liked McLeod’s work so well that 
when elected president of the Philadelphia 
and Reading he made the young man presi- 
dent's agsistant. This was in 1886. The gen- 
eral manager being away from his post, Mc- 
Leod was really acting manager, and after 
two years he was raised to the vice presi- 
dency. Corbin’s retirement and MeLeod's 
advancement to the headship of the railroad 
and allied properties took place in 1890.

Favorite of Great Financiers. 

McLeod at once began t6 cut ice in huge 
blocks. He became a favorite with Russel! 
Sage, the Goulds, and the Vanderbiits, as 
well as with Corbin. Apparently he made the 
Reading pay. He not only brought about 
the lease of the Lehigh and the Central o 
New Jersey, but he got the Central New Eng- 
land railroad under Reading control and con- 
nected the two systems by way of the Pough- 
keepsie bridge. He also made a direct deal 
with the Boston and Maine, and an indirect 
one with the New York and New England 
for the transportation of the so-called “ coal 
combine’s ’’ product. He conrected the New 
England systems with his Pennsylvania sys- 
tems by arran; sments with short lines via 
‘the Poughkeepsie bridge over the Hudson, 
‘thus cutting out water transportation at New 
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hats all in a row, ready for my wives to 
wear the next morning. There was notwo 
of them alike, and all decorated with birds 
of paradise and tropical flowers and calico 
and buckles I had made out of old tin cans.

Ambitious Plans for Consolidation. 

By a combination between the Jersey Cen- 
tral, the Reading, and the Baltimore and 
Ohlo the famous royal blue passenger trains 
between New York and Washington were 
established. Through the Lehigh’s lines to 
Buffalo a western connection was made. 
There was open talk that the Baltimore 
and Ohio might be swallowed by the Read- 
ing. In time it was to be the greatest link 
in a trunk HMne extending from the middle 
west.to Portland, Me., and to Montauk Point, 
the most easterly end of Long Island. 

This great trunk line was to reach several 
of the big western centers of population, 
and practically all the great cities of the 
Atlantic seaboard—Washington, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, New York, and Boston. Mc- 
Leod was’ made’ president of the New York 
and New England as well as of the Boston 
and Maine. 

In those days MolLeod.was.a railroad king. 
Neither Hfll nor Harriman is better known 
to the public today than McLeod was then. 
His portraits were in all the periodicals, his 
name was one to conjure with jn Wall! street, 
and according to.a vivacious chronicler of the 
day he “lived sumptuously in a swell Phila- 
delphia hotel.”’ 3

Magnate Made Many Enemies. 

This was the situation in 1882. It can: he 
seen that it was not altogether a pleasing 
one in certain quarters. The success of so 
gigantic a new trunk line scheme might un- 
joint more than ofé other big scheme en- 
gineered by ‘men quite as clever as McLeod, 
and with more money at their command. 
Anyway, the bottom dropped out of all his 
plans just when he was supposed to be on 
th> crest of the wave. ° 

Not long before he had issued.a statement 
which made it appear that Reading ves 
rolling in wealth, and that it would be no 
trouble at all to pay the full 5 per cent—about 
$3,000,000 a year—on all the three series of 
income bonds. which Rad been issued. This 
statement put Reading stock away up. Spec- 
ulators and others bought freely, and there 
was plenty of talk about big money made in 


There was plenty of talk, too, that Read- 
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ing was in peril. Under the McLeod plan 
it was alleged that what was called the 
“coal combine’ elready had put up the 
Price of coal repeatedly when he needed 
money; the newspapers said he would have 
to boost prices a few more notches in order 
to see himself through. Naturally this sort 
of talk, whether justified or not, made Mc- 
Leod decidedly unpopular, and may have 
hastened his downfall.

Opposition of Morgan Fatal. 


But its direct cause always has beén be- 
lieved to be a suddenly developed antagon- 
igm on the part of Drexel, Morgan & Cv.. 
who had been in complete Sympathy with 
him. This was followed by a general and 
unexpected withdrawal of credits, and Mc- 
Leod had to prepare to shut up shop. 

In order to perfect‘his trunk line scheme 
he had tried, among other things, to secure 
the Old Colony railroad ‘In Massachusetts. 
now a part of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford, for one of his links. In this he 
bucked up hard against Drexel, Morgan & 
Co. As if by magic all his money sources 
were dried up. His cal! loans were prompt- 
ly terminated. Banks which had hitherto 
been ready to lend to him were no longer 
accommodating. There even was trouble in 
getting cash enough for the pay roll, let 
alone carrying out the big plans for further 
expansion ‘or menting the interest charges. 
A’panic ensued and Reading dropped twenty 
points over night. Three receivers—McLecd 
himself, E. P. Wilbur, and Judge Paxson— 
were appointed. 

On April 5, 1893, McLeod had.to resign the 
presidency, and in February, 1894, he was 
being questioned severely as a witness be- 
fore an examiner into his methods, who had 
been appointed by the courts. Isaac L. Rice 
was the leading spirit in the investigation 
and McLeod was a railroad king no longer. 
Like Gowen and Keim before him, he now 
was only a man who hed dreamed a big 
dream and had fafled- of making it come 
true. But suppose he had won!

Twenty Years Ahead of Time. 


McLéod died some years ago. Had he re- 
stricted Reading's operations mainly to the 
hard coal fleld he. probably would have won 
out. His plen, if successful, would have 
taken from the New York, New Haven and 
Hartord most of its hard coal tonnage, and 
those who objected to this were too strong 
for him. That was the milk in the cocoanut; 
under other auspices and somewhat modified, 
practically all the measures for the more di- 
rect transportation of passengers and coal 
between the east and west past New York 
now are being worked out. Some say Mc- 
Leod was simply a man twenty years ahead 
of his times, but they add that a man ahead 
of the times is as likely to be

One hears all sorts of amusing tales and 
excuses in this work. One man tells me 
that he has an established trade, that he 
does not have to go after the business, and 
that advertising would really do him no good. 
One firm says it has salesmen to solicit the 
business; another has more business than 
it can take care of. 

There are proprietors who say they do all 
of their advertising by personal corre- 
spondence. Another manager says: ‘ Noth- 
ing doing, old Man. Drop in, though, when- 
ever you are out this way. We are always 
glad (?) to see you.” Then there ts the man 
who tells you that his advertising contracts 
are filled until next June. In June you call 
upon him and he says he is supplied until 
next January. 

Next there is the firm that does not adver- 
tise at all. They are the people who have 
ho competition. But you say you have just 
seen their advertisement in another trade 
journal. ‘'O, well, you know that is an old 
contract that we are letting run out.” It 
may happen, though, that your friend on the 
rival paper had told you that he had renewed 
this company’s contract and had put you 
on their trail. 


Pat Off by Smooth Promises. 

You often meet with a smooth fellow who 
informs you that his company has forbidden 
any more advertising at present, but that if 
you will arrange to call later he hopes to 
have something for you. He takes you into 
his confidence and makes you believe that he 
absolutely is helpless in the matter. Of 
course, you don’t believe all this stuff. That 
would be absurd. But you keep going the 
rounds in the hope that something will turn 
up. 

Promise will follow promise and you ac- 
complish nothing for weeks. Finally your 
company gets restless and wants to know 
what is the matter. If you are on a salary 
they will threaten to put you on a commis- 
sion basis, which, under the circumstances, 
would mean starvation. If you are employed 


on a commission basis they demand better 


results..or your resignation. Then you ara 
asked to get new copy for an old advertise- 
ment and in that way you meet the brilliant 
young advertising manager, who has madea 
wonderful start in the world and knows 
more about the business than you do. When 
you ask for copy he politely informs you 
that he has canceled your contract.

One Man the Solicitor Likes. 


It fills your heart with joy, though, to meet 
a business nian who shakes your hand warm- 
ly and asks you to sit down for a chat— 
probably a smoke. This is the man who be- 
lieves in the “ live and let ive” policy. He 
is frank, honest, and always open for sug- 
gestions, whether he can use them or not 
If he has nothing for you he will tell you so 
candidly, but in such a way that you are 
not offended or disheartened. If he can give 
you any advertising or news he will not try 
to put you off until you come around again. 
When he takes your proposition under ad- 
visement you may be sure that he will give 
it his careful consideration and do just as 
he promises. He is not the kind of a fellow 
who either tears up your card or forgets 
where he placed your paper. 

A solicitor’s time is limited, especially 
when he is calling upon manufacturers. 
Monday generally is an off day, as the ac- 
cumulation of mail and other matters is so 
heavy that a man sometimes will resent your 
visit. Friday afternoon also is a hard time 
to get a man’s attention, and Saturday, well, 
it's almost criminal to visit a man then, un- 
less he has asked youtocome. Four full days 
is all the time that a solicitor has in which 
to write his contracts—if he succeeds in get- 
ting them at all.

May Earn $200 a Month. 


“What the solicitor will earn depends 
largely upon the amount of work he does and 
the arrangements he has made with his com- 
pany. Some men make as high as $200 a 
month on a commission basis, and othera, 
who have a salary and commission, make 
even more than that. But they are the men 
who have a good trade and cover the ground 
thoroughly. They have been in the business 
a number of years and have an established 
acquaintance and patronage. As contracts 
expire they have little difficulty in renewing 
the same at the old rates and thus have more 
time to work up new business. They have a 
certain prestige gained through long years of 
experience and constant contact with the 
men who advertise. , : 

‘The new man at the work, however, hasa 
hard row to hoe for the first year ortwo. He 
is looked upon with suspicion a great many 
times and often is treated more like a beggar 
than asolicitor. The personal element enters 
largely into the advertising game and the 
lack of friends will go hard with the beginner. 

Business men have their hobbies, too, and 
the quicker the beginner finds it out the bet- 
ter will be the results. It is an easy matter 
to discover what a man likes if you are in a 
general conversation, for he always drops 
some hint that if followed up will lead. to 
something interesting. The young man should 
keep his ears open to the slightest clew and 
when he gets it proceed to draw out the 
talker.

Writing Ads a Big Help. 


The solicitor often has an opportunity to 
write advertisements for his customers and 
in this way can get-a strong pull. If the 
work is done satisfactorily he may have a 
chance to handle the advertising for the firm 
in connection with hisown work. Occasional 
writeups of’a man and His business count 
for a good deal and will give the writer a 
good standing. But he must*be careful to 
make no mistakes or the company will resent 
it. Any little boost that can be given always 
is appreciated; sometimes the mention of 
a firm in the news part of a magazine will 
have more effect than the advertisement it- 
self, because the facts are niore clearly 
brought out and attract more attention. 

On the whole, the solicitor has'a good deal 
of hard work, but there are many things to 
compensate him for his labor. It js ‘an 
honorable calling, there is a good livelihood 
in it for the hustler, and the successful so- 
licitor Is respected by his advertisers and his 
coworkers. 


This Union Like Big Family: 


How Roofers 


Keep Control. 


By John Z. Remsen, 


ITH not over 300 workers enrolled 

in its ranks, the i, union of 

Chicago controls all of that class 

of work doneinthecity. With the 

exception of a few weeks in the 

year, the roofers are kept busy and the con- 

tractors have a strenuous time getting men 
to work so their contracts may be filled. 

There are few apprentices in the ranks 
of the roofers. ‘The policy of the union seems 
to be to keep the men who now are enrglled 
busy all the time, and in this respect they 
are successful. The men are working over- 
time and taking advantage of the union scale 
of time and a half for work done after regu- 
lar hours. 

As the union will not allow the contractors 
to.employ men who are not in the union, the 
bosses are shorthanded to the exten: of from 
300 to 400 men during the summer rush sea- 
son. 

The contractors complain that. the union 
is hurting business by this exclusion policy. 
The men say, however, that if the contractors 
had their way there would be a thousand 
roofers at work during the rush, seagon, with 
900 of the men idle the rest of the year. It 
is the same old dispute, and at present the 
roofers seem to have the best or it.

Unions Send Men to Bosses. 

The most skilled men are foremen and they 
commané@ 10 cents an hour more than the or- 
dinary worker. The contractors accept any 
man that the union sends, but of course if he 
id not' a good workman they have the priv- 
llege of laying him off. In the busiest sea- 
son the men seldom are laid off, for it is hard 
to’ get workers at that time. 

Tie work is extremely dangerous, and nota 
few accidents occur. Last summer a gang of 
roofers. were working on the roof of a six 
story. bujlding, and it was their custom at 
dinner time to go to the ground on the pulley 
which wae fasfened to a beam on the roof,

The members of the union’ work together 
and it seems to be one large family, If when 
a man is employed by the contractors he can- 
not work on the roof, the foreman puts him 
on the ground, where he can look after the 
tar or at the pulley hoisting the tar and 
gravel to the roof. For this work he coni- 
mands the same salary as the most expert. 
enced craftsman, although any able bodied 
laborer could do the’ work for half the money 
A man with ordinary intelligence can learn 
tne roofing business in six months’ time ac. 
corcing to the contractors, but, as stated be- 
fore, there is little chance for a man to learn 
the trade. The roofers have asked for an in- 
crease in wages from 50 to @0 cents an hour 
for the laborer’ and 60 to 70 for the foremen 
This may lead te a struggle.

Master Books Products of Sleep. 

The idea of the terrible romance of Franke 
enstein came to Mrs. Shelley in a dream, and 
she wrote it out for her husband as a curi- 
osity. He saw the literary value of the inci- 
dent and persuaded her to elaborate it into 
book form. 

Sometimes people not only do their work 
in their dreams but actually write it down 
without being aware of the fact. A lawyer 
who was puzzling over a case awoke one 
morning and told his wife he had dreamed 
a logical answer to the question that vexed 
him, but that he could not remember the 
solution. 

“ But you were working hard for three 
hours during the night,”’ she said. She went 
to the table and took up a number of siieets 
of paper and brought them to him. He 
found his case briefed in the clearest man- 
ner, and the puzzle was solved in a form 
that never had occurred*to him during his 
days of deep thought. 

A pupil of Prof. von Swinden in Amster- 
dam solved a difficult problem in his sleep, 
after the professor and ten of the brightest 
students in the class had worked for days 
in the effort to find the answer. Marquis de 
Cendorcet, the famous French mathemati- 
cian, solved a problem in integral calculus 
while he was asleep, although the matter 
had puzzled him for days. He did not write 
the answer and process down as Von Swin- 
den's pupil had done, but he remembered 
the solution that came in his dream and put 
it on paper as soon as he awoke.

Why Kubla Khan Is Incomplete. 

The poet Coleridge, while he was ill, was 
given an opiate, and during three hours of 
sleep dreamed two hundred lines of the poem 
“Kubla Khan.” When he awoke the words 
gt!ll were vivid in his memory and he im- 
mediately started to writethemdown. “ The 
imagertohe said, “rose up before me as 
things a parallel production of the cor- 
responding expression, without any sensa- 
tion or consciousness of effort.”

Masterpiece Dream Devil's Fruit. 

Tartini’s famous ‘‘ Devil's Sonata ’’ came to 
him while he slept. The great violinist 
dreamed that he made a compact with the 
devil and gave his violin to the Satanic majes- 
ty and asked for a solo. The devil took the 
instrument and played so wonderfully that 
Tartini lay entranced at the extraordinary 
beauty of the composition. When the music 
stopped Tartini awoke in an ecstasy of de- 
light, jumped out of bed, and seiging his violin 
began to play the delicious sounds he had 
heard in his dream. He never could repro- 
duce the exact notes, but all that he could re- 
member he wrote down and published under 
the curious title by which the piece always 
has been known. It may be said that Tar- 
tini was a firm believer in the devil, and that 
he thought it only Just to give the fiend the 
credit for the beauty of the music. 

While he was writing the famous scene of 
Lochiel’s warning, with which most school- 
boys are familiar, Thomas Campbell was 
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stuck for eight or ten days after the line, 
“* Pig the sunset of life gives me myetical 
lore,”’ and could find nothing to complete the 
stanza satisfactorily. One night he went to 
sleep with various rhymes running in his 
head, and he dreamed the words, “ Coming 
events cast their shadows before.” He 
jumped out of bed and wrote the line down 
then and there, without even waiting to make 
a light.

Community Runs on Mathematics. 

The editorial staff in its attitude toward 
the column was a study. One of the humor- 
ists inquired whether the latest thing in least 
common mutiples should not be featured 
the front page. 

The increasing communications dealt with 
corollaries, parabolic. curves, isosceles tri- 
angles, and other subjects ordinarily sup- 
posed to be foreign to popular interest. 

I had been dubious about the success of 
the venture and was actually amazed to dis- 
cover that the column of algebraic and geo- 
metric science was making a hit. It waa, in 
fact, rivaling the success of the fiction serial 
running in the same sheet. 

The letters were from professors and fac- 
tory men, farmers, students, and financiers. 
The solutions worked out by the celebrated 
engineer were obviously genuine, and the 
inference of the readers was that newspaper 
was e mathematicalauthority. Every crank 
and genius in the country, it seemed, wrote 
in for enlightenment on subjects concerning 
which the newspaper office waa hopeleasiy. in 
the dark. 

The sorutions they worked out at times were 
equally baffling. The query editor tried 
to find the railway and mining engineer who 
ha@ stirred up all thie interest, but he was 
somewhere between Popocatepetl and the me- 
ridian at Greenwich and’could not be flagged.

Nobody Knows What Public Will Like. 

So the head on collision of figures and de- 
ductions continued’ in the newspaper office. 
We did not consider it wise to secure the 
services of another mathematical prodigy, as 
we feared that he might, without our know- 
ing it, reverse the decisions we had reached 
on disputed questions in higher mathematics. 
That would have turned loose upon us a new 
avalanche of argument and mysterious signs. 

Some of the editors suggested that we 
should take a pfofound work on mathe- 
matics and publish it, page by page, with- 
out foot notes or introduction; but fortunate- 
ly for the reputation of the office, the 16 to

Thousands of Heroic Workers Saved 
from Death by the Fate of Shanes.

It was a stoukay day, but they made the 
voyage across the'lake in safety. While 
Mrs. Mullin and the children staid at the 
town Mr. Mullin went out in a rowboat and 


‘was capsized and rescued by the life savers. 


Not knowing whether her husband was dead 
cr,alive, Mrs. Mullin took her children and 
started to the life saving station. 

On the wary she came to a high trestle, and 
started to walk across on the ties, holding a 
child. by each hand. She was half way 
across, perhaps, when a train whistied.be- 
hind her. She started to run, dragging the 
children, but the little boy was only 4 years 
old and they. made slow progress. . The engi- 
neer applied the air, but the train could not be 
stopped, and it seemed as if the doom of the 
little family was sealed, 

“We were about fifty yards from safety,” 


says the woman, “ and already I could hear — 


the train rumbling on the-trestle. ’ I dared 
not lodk back and gave myself and children 
up for .lost when, help’ cdme from an unex- 
pected quarter. A young man’ saw ourdan- 
Ser’and ran to"meet us. ' He seized the little 
boy in his arms and ‘ran, encouraging. us to 
follow at full speed. Just as the engine 
reached us we wére near enough the end 
of the trestle to risk a jump, landing without 
serious injury in the.sand and cinders below. 
Later, at the life saving-station, I found that 
my husband was recovering from: his ex- 
perience in the lake: It Was a subdued party 
that returned to Chicago that night.’’

“The odd part of the whole thing, per- 
haps, was that the wagon was not injured. 
The panes of glass in the close@ front were 
not even broken, although the step was 
broken off the engine and it showed other 
evidences of the collision.”’

Escapes Fire, Water, and Wreck. 

Perhaps the narrowest escape of all was 
that experienced by H. E. Byerum, assistant 
cashier of the Second National bank of Minot, 
N. D., who was a passenger in the disastrous 
Great Northern wreck near Newport, Wash., 
last July. 

“Our train was going at a high rate of 
speed," says the banker, “and had just 
emerged from a tunnel when I felt a sudden 
jar and the car left the track and fell down 
an embankment. The impact wag sufficient 
te smash our car and kill the two men in 
front of me as well asthe man who sat across 
the aisle. As soon a8 we left the rails the 
acetylene ges tank in the coach ahead ex- 
ploded, and the flames burst through the door 
of our car, circling around me and adding 
to the horror of the sityation.

Feather Mixing Hard Trade; 
pprentice Rises Slowly.

EATHER mixing is one of the hardest 
trades to learn, but when mastered is 
fiso one ef the best paying methods 

of earning a living. The worker who 
' 4ntends to make this trade his life work 
sauet start when he is young, for it takes on 
mm average of thirteen years for a man to 
‘Work up from pillow filler to feather mixer. 
Fourteen to 16 years is the average age of 
the pillow filler, and he must work for three 
‘Years before he can earn more than $8 a 
‘Week. While going up the ladder from pil- 
/ Jow filler to drum man, and from drum man 
to assistant mixer, the pay advances also. 

- > Twelve dollars a week is the wage fora 
first class drum man, and the experienced 
sistant to the mixer earns $18a week. The 

@kpert feather mixer is paid $40 a week.

How Blower Sorts Feathers. 


It is here that the wonderful part of the 
machine lies, for the air pressure is so ar- 
ranged that the heaviest feathers which are 
also the cheapest, wil) fall precisely in a 
bin about five feet away from the blower. 
The next heaviest will fall in a bin fifteen 
feet away from the machine, and the rest 
of the seven different grades of feathers will 
fall accurately in bine that have been pro- 
vided for them. ._ The down, which is the most 
expensive, flies around in the air the long- 
est, but when it does come down it falls into 
@ bin that is placed over seventy-five feet 
awey from the blower., Thus the seven dif- 
ferent grades of feathers have been sorted, 
each kind in a bin and without having been 
touched since leaving the blower. 

The drum and blower man, after putting 
in five years at this kind of work and also 
learning the different grades cf feathers, 
takes another step upward in the: business 
and becomes an assistant to the mixer. His 
pay as an assistant is $18 a week and his 
work consists of weighing feathers and 


‘learning the different combinations that are 


used in stuffing pillows. In a few years he 
probably will know how to mix some of the 
combinations, but usually It takes five years 
of experience befofe an assistant*can become 
a mixer,

Mixer Is at Top. 


When the worker reaches the mixer’s job 
he is practically the boss, and. it is as far 
as he can go unless he goes into business for 
himself or takes a salesman'’s job on the 
road. Few of the mixers do the latter, pre- 
ferring to remain on the ineide, where they 
work on straight salary and are sure of $40 
on every pay day. The mixer also is the 
buyer for the firm, and no feathers are 
bought, even by the proprietors, before con- 
sulting the mixer.

Some fine object lessons in this kind ot 
erection end in the other kind of wrecking 
great buildings in the city have been familiar 
enough. 

Those who may tire of the inspection of the 
walls and show cases of the Field museum 
readily may find another one in the wide 
acreage of curiosity shops in the south- 
west portion of Chicago. The relics may not 
be labeled or incased in glass, but many of 
them are highly useful and many “ worth 
their face."”

It has been learned by experience that it is 
better to cover one kind of work well than 
to try and cover the entire field in any ma- 
terial, and as a result nearly all of the best 
workers specialize. 

The range of useful and ornamental arti- 
cles in embossed and carved leather presents 
many possibilities. An aged mother and two 
gmall children are comfortable through the 
proceeds made by the mother, who gives her 
entire time to the making of.leather covers 
for magazines and Christian Science month- 
lien Embossed handbags and pocketbooks 
occupy the time of a mother and daughter, 
both of whom are shutins. 

One firm constantly employs « woman in 
the making of chair seats and backs, and she 
does all of the work at home, Others are 
making table covers, belts, baby shoes, and

Book Binder Needs Capital. 

Book binding i# another occupation well 
within the scope of woman’s ability, but it 
requires some capital for equipment and con- 
sequently is less available where there is lack 
of funds to commence with. 

There is such an infinite vartety of lamp 
and candle shades that several families de- 
pend on them as a means of support. 

All the foregoing have their limitations and 
require more or less special ability. There 
alsy are many occupations besides these, like 
weaving, etc., but money is required for the 
first investment and it is not always availa- 
ble. f 

The committee on philanthropic work final- 
ly decided that the needle covered a larger 
field, and met with more demands than any- 
thing else, and a large dressmaking depart- 
ment was added, covering everything from 
the finest embroidery to prosaic mending— 
from the ordinary kitchen dress to the finest 
of evening gowns and tailor made suits. 

The list. of those who have found home em- 
ployment through thie department is so large 
it will be impossible to give more than a brief 
outline. The possibilities of tailoring and 
dressmaking are too well known to require 

any comment, but there are so many branches 
that there is no end to what may be devel- 
oped. Several are engaged in pattern cut- 
ting. Those artistically inclined have turried 
their attention to designing for shirt waists, 
including the embroidery and lece work. 
- . 
StocKs and Belts from Samples. 

One woman designe stocks and belts, mak- 
ing up the samples from odd bits that are 
given her by friends. The pay in this in- 


' stance is' not large, as all of her work goes 


to one of the manufacturing houses. The 
chiffon flowers for evening dresses made in 
ome home are exquisitely dainty in design 
and color. 

A young artist, whose pictures did not sell 
when she really needed money, has turned 
her attention to the painting of'thin, shadowy 
fabrics and silk. The embroidering of ini- 
tials and monograms on towels, table and bed 
linens keep a family of three bur~ all of the 
time, one of them being a helplecs cripple. 

It always has been a point of the manage- 
ment to give all Nght work, such as hem- 
etitching, plain hemming. and lingerie em- 
broidery, to cripples and shutins. 

Chikinen’s dresemaking has proved a ver- 
itable stock in trade for one woman. There 
are othere who are making infants’ ward- 
robes. 

An original idea has been carried out by 
one woman, who was more of a designer 
than dressmaker. She cuts and fits dresses 
for those who wish to do their own sewing. 
Another caught the spirit of the mending 
bureau and goes from house to house every 
afternoon for the purpose of doing the little 
repairs needed in every household.

Work Must Be Marketable. 

The whole secret of this work has been 
to find out what the applicant is best fitted 
for and teach her how to do that thing so well 
that it will have a marketable value. It 
takes just as much time to do inferior work 
as it does to do it well. If things do not sell 
it usually is because they are badly de- 
signed or poorly executed. 

At one of the woman’s clubs not long since 
an exhibition of handwork was given on 
which infinite pains had been taken. It 
represented hours and weeks of serious la- 
bor, but no sales were made. Why?’ Be- 
cause the designs were bad, the colors 
crude, and the articles themselves of no use, 
consequently, neither use or beauty was rep- 
resented. 

Work,.to find a market, must be useful or 
beautiful. It is best that it should be both.

This looks lik® 
an exaggeration, and, in fact, he may have 
etretched it a little, but it proved his point, 
that women will buy remnants quicker than 
regular goods, because they think they are 
getting a bargain. 

Another peculiarity of women shoppers js 
their fondness for substitutes, or something 
just as good at a little less money. You 
would have a hard time selling a man a sub- 
stitute, but a woman will usually take a 
dealer’s word and buy anything that’s cheap- 
er, if he asaures her it’s just as good.

Novelties Always Bring Trade. 

Of course, the fad always helps a dealer 
in selling to women. If he can get something 
novel and induce a few of his customers to 
buy it the other women will see it and flock 
in. Anything new, any new fashion or 
novelty of any kind, appeals to the women 
buyers, : 

“Leaders” are ‘found most profitable 
among dealers who cater to the woman's 
fancy. If your competitors are selling a 
staple article at a standard price make a 
leader of the staple article, cut the price, ad- 
vertise the price, and you will draw a great 
deal of new trade. 

There are many other peculiarities of 
women which are known to most dealers; it 
pays to find them out and cater to them. 
But never make the mistake which the man 
did who advertised a 33% per cent cut in 
prices. The majority of women don’t care 
for that kind of a reduction: they don’t un- 
derstand it; what they want is price. If 
you are sejling a 80 cent article for 39 cents 


tell them so in figures, and your chances 


will be a great deal better to get their busi- 
ness. Put prices in your show window,

All profes- 
sions ahd many clerical aspirants took this 
initial step, with results that astonished 
their friends.; .

Training for the Mind. 

There is no better method of training the 
mind than the study of a language. Richard 
Mansfield is @ forceful example, as he speaks 
fluently and memorizes readily in English, 


French, Ttalian, and German. Jeremiah Cur-— 


tin was master of over sixty languages, ir 
respective of their corresponding dipiects. 
The study ‘is fine discipline for céncentra- 
tion, -that valuable adjunct for any career, 
Children across the water and in Chicago's 
foreign colonies speak as fluently as their 
parents in six or seven tongues, and acquire 
English more rapidly than the American 
child ‘acquires the language taught in its 
classes. 

Preliminary instruction in Spanish was all 
that was demanded by the studente who ac- 
cepted positions in Cuba, Mexico, the Phil- 
ippines, and elsewhere; but commerce now 
demands trained men and women, and the 
supply is not equal to the demand, Success- 
ful men of the past relied upon foreigners for

Business requires the personal supervision, 
the personal interview with the foreign repre- 
sentative, And he knows the value of per- 
sonal contact. The process of study is not 
so long nor exacting ag in the past, the time 
being shorter and the mater\1 less expensive 
than in any of the professions. It is a vai- 
uable asset for the young man or woman 
who enters a firm to progress with it. Den- 
tistry, the ministry, the law, medicine, and 
similar professions require time, and much

frequently lecture to students who do not

Anh intelligent 
woman attends to study Italian, as she con- 
templates a trip abroad with an invalid hus- 
band. Another woman is fitting herself as 
chaperon for young women abroad, and 
others for pleasure trips. During the run 
of the “ Streets of Paris,’ a noticeable ab- 
sence of the musical tongue of that wonder- 
ful city was regrettable, yet the majority of 
those taking active part had been abroad in 
pursuit of that finish to their . collegiate 
course.

iow observers of church affairs will no- 
tice several changes in the choirs which 
will sing in Chicago churches this Easter 
over the ones that sang the anthems last 
year and the years previous. Chief of 
these chamges is the marked increase in 
the number of women and girls in chan- 
eels that formerly were dominated by 
male singers. Except in the Episcopal churches the 
boy choirs have given way largely to mixed organiza- 
tions, and in a few of the churches the choirs are 
composed exclusively of women. This is accounted for 
by the fact that the change in boys’ voices makes them 
unfit for choir work about the time they have gained 
a fair knowledge of music and the further difficulty 
of keeping’ them interested in the work for any great 
length of time. 

Even in the Episcopal churches there is a tendency 
to return to the mixed choir, and in some of the choirs 
of that denomination can be found as. many women 
and girls as there are men and boys. This has been 
brought about largely by the difficulty of getting and 
keeping enough boys of ability, and, in some churches 
at least, the diminished cost of the girl.singers. The 
boys invariably demand pay for their services, while 
the girls, in many instances, are willing and anxious 
to do the work for the training they derive from it. 
Girls are also more regular at rehearsals and their

Colors that no nest- 
ing member of the bird family might ever hope to 
recognize will mark countless thousands of these 
edible Easter delicaeies on the outside shell, while in 
the form of custards, “drinks,” and sauces millions 
more eggs will have disappeared, making the egg

Choir Hard to Keep Together. 


Leaders of many of. the city’s church choirs say 
it is the hardest work imaginable to keep a choir to- 
gether for any length of time. For some cause or 
other the various members constantly are dropping aut 
and in some of the churches the choir does not retain 
its identity for more than a month at a time. Re- 
movals, deaths, marriages, and, above all, lack of in- 
terest in choir work make the life of most choristere 
an unpleasant one. Within late years the intrusion 
of professional singers for solo and special work has 
thrown the regular choirs in some of the more fash- 
lonable churches into the background, and, as many 
of the “volunteers” do not relish tne idea of having 
all the honor go to the professional. they drop out of 
the choir at the first opportunity. 

Grant Schaefer, choir leader at the Centenary 
Methodist church, and one of the best known chor- 
isters’in the city, has a choir in which changes have 
been the exception rather than the rule. Of an orig- 
inal memberghip of sixty, the Centenary choir still 
has thirty of ites charter members, and, as the choir 
has been in existence nine years, this record is consid- 
ered remarkable, Some of the girls and boys that 


n Eggs 


This last Lenten seagon has been unusually prolific 
of eggs. The warm February, coming after a period 
of protracted rest for hens al] over the country, 
swamped the late February market in Chicago. The 
price, which had remained at 28 cents for months, 
Gropped 7 cents in & Week, and a drop of 7 cents a 
dozen in South Water street may mean a lowes of $840 
on a single car of éggs. 

Southern Iowa, southern Nebraska, Kansas, Mic- 
sourl, and Oklahoma have been the great Supply dis- 
tricts for the Lenten and Baster eggs this yelir. Afi 
unusually large proportion of hens have been wintered 
in these states, and wuhder ordinary dsonditions the 
egg supply would have been 10 per cent above the nor- 
mal. The warm February, especially in ite last Week, 
surprised South Water street, and, while the New York 
price held to 28 cents a dosen, the Chicago commission 
men on the last day of the month were finding it 4im- 
cult to realize thé $1 eents quoted, though the New 
York freight tariff is only 1% cents on the dosen in 
carloads. 

Fortunately for Chicago as an eee market, South 
Water street does not need to prepare for OChiéago’s 
cracking 5,000,000 eggs oh any particular day, The 
corner grocer is the only dealer who troubies him- 
self about meeting the lovwal demand for the Paster 
feast. He needs only to buy enough, and he has the 
consciousness that when his wagon bacie up in the 
street before the commission house the wholesaler 
will be able to supply his wants and to spare.

Chicago Eats 2,000,000 Eggs Daily. 

Almost any day in a winter week Chicago eats 
2,000,000 eggs. All through the last winttr the daily 
consumption has been close to 6,000 cases a day, with 
thirty dozen eggs to a case. It is this steady appre- 
ciation of the egg in the Chicago dietary which 
prompts one of the oldest dealers in the street to put 
the Easter consumption no higher than 5,000,000. In 
many of the smaller towns and cities the winter sea- 
son is one of egg fasting because of the high prices, 
with Easter Sunday as the day set apart for breaking 
the fast. Chicago, on the other hand. finds the egg a 
standard article of diet, especially in these late years 
of high priced meats.

In recent years the 
competitions of these buyers have served to keep the 
prices of 6ggs up in the country districts until eggs 
have been packed at 17 and 18 cents a dozen. Occa- 
sionally these competitions have worked so that egEe 
prices in the country have been higher than the prices 
in Bouth Water street.

Substitute for High Priced Meats. 


The eg# as 4 standard in the Chicago dietary’ came 
into piace several years ago when the prices of meats 
were deciared exorbitant. Bven shall neighborhood 
societies got together for esonomic talke on the stb- 
ject of substituting e@@s for meat. As indicating what 
a tremendous storehouse cotld be drawn upon in esis, 
the figures of the egg crop for the céuntry last year 
Show 3$350,000,000, equal to seven times the products 
of the Chicago stockyardas. 

In the egg markets of South Water street dealers 
declare that in the substitution of eggs for’ meat Chi- 
cago acquired the “egg habit,” and that for several 
years the city’s consumption of eggs has shown an 
average increase of 10 per cent above the growth of 
the tion. 

In these years, too, the drinking population over 
the saloon bars of the city have called for egg drinks 
where once “straight” drinks were universal. Es- 
pecially does the winter trade of the saloons consume 
eggs out of all propartion to the consumption five 
years ago. . :

South Water street in Chicago doesn’t speak 
kindly of the farmer ih regard to the egg cfop. It 
challenges him for his greed and declares that he has 
no personal interest in Whether he sells good eggs or 
bad emgs to the country storekeeper who eoilects 
them. Anything In a shell is an ewe, and if the shell 
be not too disreputable it ie good enough to ” take 
out in trade” at the cotintry merchant's. Bven the 
country merchant doesn’t look too elosely, coneider- 
ing that his profits on his goods will clear him. Thus 
when’the eggs come to the candlere of the city the 
logses from poor stock are first charged up.

“Ordinarily, when the city consumer can’t get good 
eggs of his grocer, let him get after his grocer,” is 
the advice of a South Water street dealer. “ When 
egge have been graded in Chicago first class eggs are 
good eggs. The trouble the consumer finds ts that his 
grocer wants to make more money than he is entitled 
to and he buys a cheaper grade to sell at the highest

are hundreds of these girls in the city every year, 
they go a long way toward filling the choirs which 
otherwise might have a slender membership.

All the more significant of the future of the Illinois 
river fisheries is the fact that the fisheries of the great 
lakes are becoming of less consequence every year. De- 
pletion of these lake fisheries seems to be only a mat- 
ter of time. The technical plankton of the fish industry 
is at the minimum in these lake waters, however rich 
they may be in animaicule. In waters where only a 
few years ago the whitefish and trout were to be had 
for the simplest methods of taking, the fishing fleets 
work almost in vain. Depredations in Canadian waters 
in search of this important food supply have resulted 
in clashes with Canadian scouting cutters. 

The famous whitefish, probably the finest food fish 
of the continent, with the exception of the Columbia 
salmon, is passing. Fish always will be in the dietary 
of civilized man. Shall the Illinois river farmer, in 
the light of the vast increase in his river product be- 
cause of Chicago sewage, fail to anticipate the extinction 
of this one great competitor, the whitefish? 

Shall he refuse to recognize what the possibilities in 
the increasing “sewage farming”™ must be from the 
great fertilising plant in the growing city of Chicago? 
From the necessity of diluting this sewage his fish 
preserves are to be increased in size and maintained in 
fish foods. Already the south side intercepting sewer 
in Chicago is adding to this dilution, and within a year 
the north side sewer will be adding its sewage and its 
diluting waters. And as now, the river Waters at Ot- 
tawa in all the future are expected to show only the 
normal amount of bacteria.

Trees Grown on Bottom Lands. 


In times past, when soft pine and the hard wainut 
and white oak were the great commercial woods of the 
country, requiring generations for growth to maturity, 
they were all sufficient. With their practical extinction, 
woods that were despised a generation ago have become 
priged resources within certain limitations. Yet the 
water elm and the cottonwood of the marshy lands have 
not come to full recognition of their commercial! worth. 
Today it may be said that the barrel for packing dry 
commodities is made of the water elm, noted for its 
quick growth under the favoring conditions of a wet, 
rich soil. The nitrogenous elements from the Chicago 
sewage, which is multiplying the growth of the plankton 
for fishes, is contributing to the quicker maturity of 
the water elm and the cottonwood, This forestry, so 
far from being inimical to the fish preserves of the 
Illinois, may be said to complement it. 

Under these conditions it is figured that to the in- 
creasing values of the fish product of the suomerged 
lands $5 an acre annually may be added to the income 
of the fisherman-farmer who awakes to his opportunities.

In professional work, Go- 
mestic and personal service, trade, and transportation, 
and in the manufacturing and mechanical pursuits 
women are fifiding an ever increasing demand for their 
services. 

The interesting fact was revealed that more than 
150,000 womefh earn all or part of their living by their 
own efforts, and the money that is paid out to them 
in wages each weék reaches up into the millions. 

The astonishing list is given below, and besides this 
there are numberless girl art and music students who 
are going to school in Chicago who share the life and 
conditions of many of the breadwinners.

Many New Problems for Girls. 

In the life an@ conditions of all these workers there 
are many new problems which affect the girl person- 
ally. They are @ifferent in each case and the girl has 
to work them out for herself long before they are 
turned over to the sociologist. 

In the case Of the young girl it is said often that 
. her mother is her best adviser, but many of these girls 
are here without their mothers. Some of the most 
bright and efficient of them are girlie of foreign paren- 
tage, where the parents hardly speak the language and 
have nothing to say about the girl’s Hfe downtown. 
Other mothers have seen almost nothing of bysiness 
life, and having only a e@ocial code, know little of how 
to adapt one t6 the other. .

a study of traifiing girle for business admit that the 


ethics of the business girl's life ie the hardest thing 
they have to téach. “It is all a matter of tndividual- 
ity” as one student of business conditions put , “and 
each case has to be considered separately.” Each one’s 
home life and Office conditions are unlike and the men 
she works for never are twice alike. Sometimes she is 
exposed to dangers that ehe doesn’ suspect, and again 
she imagines dahger when any harm toward her ie the 
last fhing intended, 

| It is not surprising that she thinks there is, because 
from the time of starting out she hears lurid accounts 
of the disagreeable experiences to which other girls 
have been subjected.

Dangers Contrast with Happy Marriages. 

Girls again hear of happy, marriages which other 
girls have made with their employers or business ac- 
quaintances, and they hesitate to discourage attentions 
which may lead to a pleasant acquaintancé—perhaps a 
happier ending. 

The greatest need of the business girl is for a cer- 
tain amount of social lifé, which shall include men ac- 
quaintances. How to regulate this and adjust it to her 
business life is the great problem which confronts her. 

What business aéquaintances she can allow to be- 
come social ones, when and where to receive them, even 
“how to have her wedding” When she has this happy 
climax in prospect are the problems which confront 
the girl alone in the city. — 

How she shall receive her men company has grown 
to be such a qtiestion with the gitle who board that 
even the landlady takes a hand in trying to settle it, 
and whether she shall receive company in her room or not 
is a law already laid down in some boarding houses. 

Even up to the most brilliant woman who hasn’t a 
home of her oWn, “ where to receive her company,” is a 
question that Ras to be settled. Under what conditions 
she can make “ friefids” of her business acquaintances 
does not bother her, but it often will trouble the young 
girl.

Family Injustice Often to Blame. 

Dear Miss Carson: Your article about “ Home of Working 
Girls ’* is certainly plain facts. It recalls the story which I 
never before have repeated of my school chum. She was a brighi, 
pretty girl, with the sweetest smile you ever saw. She was the 
eldest of four children, and when we finished high school she 
immediately went to work in an office at $9 a week. 

The next child was a boy, eleven months younger than shé, 
and at the age of W, or during his third term of high school, be, 
too, went to work. The father was a heavy drinker and gave no 
support to the rest, and this girl gave her whole salary to her 
mother, although the son gave but $3 a week and was waited 
upon by all, as you spoke of. 

Well, I didn’t see my friend for over four years, and when I 
did she was a Salvation army worker. Her mother was dead and 
the rest were self-supporting. I used to quiz her about her great 
interest in doing good for working girls until finally one day she 
said to me: - 

**Do yeu want to know how I ever became interested in this 
work ?’’ 

Of course I did, so she told me. 

Sheehad been working nearly a year when she began to realize 
how unjust it was that her whole salary was spent for the house 
while her brother, who earned a slightly larger salary, merely 
gave his mother §3. 

That wasn’t all. She washed the dishes each evening ani 
made all her own waists, etc., whereas her brother did nothing 
and still was able to spend a great deal of money for his clothes. 
If she staid out after 11 at night she would hear about ft for 
weeks. Her brother came home at any old time, or not at all, 
and it was all right. 

To cap it all, her mother always had boiled dinner or. stew 
or hash continually because it was cheap, so when the man she 
worked for asked her out to dinner she indeed was glad to get @ 
** good meal.”’ 

This went on for over a month, her “ 
so frequent that when it came to giving them up or 
price ** she paid the price. At that time she said she could mot 
have gone back to corned beef and cabbage for anything. 

She finally realized her error and joined the Salvation army, 
and how by her experience tries to teach others the right way.

Wgpecially 
is she considered superior to those of New York and 
the continental musical and theatrical centers, and 
often, on the programs of- the productions offered in 
those cities, the announcement is made that the chorus 
is composed of Chicago giris. Five years ago, when 
“The Tenderfoot” was produced in London, the play- 
bills announced that all the girls in the company were 
from Chicago, and it is recorded that’ the Londoners 
forgot about everything else in their anxiety to see 
and hear the Chicago beauties that made up the chorus 

* * 
Most Girls Want to Be Actresses. 

Chicago chorus girls are recruited from all walks 
of life. They come from the stores, the factories, 
schools, business colleges, offices, sweat shops, and, of 
course, from private homes. Just as every’ boy at 
some time in his life hag an ambition to be a minis- 
ter and a prize fighter. so almost every girl yearns 
to €o on the stage. A few of them pass successfully out 
of that period, but many retain the hope until they 
are gray headed, and that, according to men and women 
who are up in the profession, is the reason why there 
are so many chorus girls. : 

Every booking and theatrical agent in Chicago has 
from ten to fifty applications evéry day from chorus 
girls who are looking for employitienta A few weeks 
ago, when it was desired to secure a chorus for the 
Whitney opera company, 124 girls were found In less 
than three hours who were able and anxious to do the 
work. Harry Armstrong, one of the leading booking 
agents in the city, has a list of 1,600 girla,.any one of 
whom he ean feach on a few hours’ notice. About 600 
of these are employed regularly and the others haunt 
his and similar offices waiting for_an opening. Most 
of the girls, when they are not on the stage, seek tem- 
porary employment in the stores and factories, but 
always within them burns the hope of a journey up the 
thespian ladder to fame and fortune.

Chicago Girls Superior to All Others. 

One of the things that makes the Chicago chorus 
girl the superior of her sister in other cities i# her 
good health. In New York, London, Paris, and Berlin 
the night has been turned into day, and the. chorus 
girl, always in for the gayeties of life, is the first to 
find her energy and youthfulness departing. In Chi- 
cago, where people lead a more norma) life, the girls 
retain their health and good looks, and that fact leads 
the manager to look westward when he is organizing 
his company for the season. In addition to this the 
Chicago girl has the city’s well known reputation as a 
producer of beautiful women to help her out when she 
is looking for a job in the chorus, and that, in the 
opinion of those who are familiar with the situation, 
goes a long way. . 

Chorus girls are of varying education and intelli- 
gence. Most of them have little or no book learning, 
but they generally are- familiar with the world and 
as a rulé are well able to take care of themselves. The 
majority of girls enter the chorus with the hope of 


AVE yout ever been so pressed with hunger 

that between you and starvation the only 
substahtial barmier was @ watch or some 
piece of pawnable clothing? Hes neces- 
sity ever driven you to mortgage the chair 
on which you sit or the bed whereon you 
sleep? Bver been compelled in bitter need 
to raise money on a salary yet unearned? 
Many thousands of Chicago's citizens every year get 
into such desperate straits that they pawn the coat off 
their back, and even their shoes. Loans are made by 
hawnbrokers as low as 25 cents. Chattel mortgages 
are taken on property valued at but $10. Salary loane— 
any number of them—ere made for amounts ranging 
down to $5. 

On the other hand, large numbers of business men 
pawn their jewelry for the purpose of making invest- 
ments and to meet bills. Scores of society women, tem- 
pofarily short of cash, use the pawnshops in the loop 
district as places to raise the wherewithal to buy 
Gresses costing upwards of $100. Loans are made as 
high as $2,000 on jewelry to a single individual. Scores 
6f men and women who have bank accqunts borrow 
money in pawnshops. When the Stensland crash oc- 
cutred, a Pole entered a pawmbroker’s on the west side 
to redeem a watch which he pledged every week. While 
in the pawnshop he heard about the faffure, ami the in- 
formation came out that he had over $1,000 in the

Pawns Watch Ten Times a Day. 

To a gambler a diamond is a real asset. When he 
is “down on his luck,” he puts the stone into “ soak,” 
and when he gets “flush” he takes it out agein. One 
Chicago pawnbroker has sporting customers, who occa- 
sionally pledge the same articles several times in one 
week. There is a record kept in a State street pawn- 
shop of a colored man who pawned and redeemed his 
watch ten times -in one day. Every time that fortune 
went against him he raised money on this “ timepiece 
at 10 per cent interést, and just as s9on as he had 
ehough money he quit the game and redeemed his watch. 

Of the pawnshops of Chicago, of whieh there ere 
seventy, the First State Pawners’ society is the largest. 
Overt 85,000 loans are tiade if the course ofa year. th 
1906 the institution did a’ business of $646,000. This 
year, it is claimed, the amount loaned will not be less 
than three-quarters of a million dollars.

the salary-loan business. Hundreds of men who never 


advertise make.a practice of loaning money to workers. 
The rates vary from 3 to 10-per cent per month. 
Railroad men, telegraph operators, and street car 
conductors are said to-be among the most frequent bor- 
rowers. But on the books of | lenders dre the 
names of bank cashiers,’ t managers, brokers, 


business men, and all kinds 6f clerks, merchants, labor- 


ers, etc. Chicago is said to have more salaried. men in

The average salary of girls who sing in the chorus 
is $18 a week, although some of them get a few dol- 
lars more. 
can do, the girls in the chorus generally have less 
money and, fewer clothes than the’ girl who works in 
store or factory. The desire for a gdéod time is stronger 
with the stage girls than others, and it is the rule 
that few of them save any money. 

There is a rule in force in most théatrical companies 
which tiakes it possible for a girl in the chorus to win 
$25 at the end of the season. This she may do by 
always attending rehearsals promptly and by paying 
close attention to her work. To win this extra money a 
girl also is required to conduct herself in a ladylike 
and becoming manner at ali times when she is around 
the theater. » In «the better class companies the girls 
all strive for the bonus that is offered @f good work, 
as wéll as ‘to increase their reputations, and the better 
shows, on disbanding for the season, find that the ma- 
jority of the girls in the chorus have won the prize 
offered for good conduct. 

If a girl shows ability in the chorus and has no am- 
bition toO-work into a speaking part, there always is 
the opportunity for her to becomé a wardrobe woman. 
Every company carries a worian whose duty it fs te 
look after the gowns worn by the various women of 
the company, and as this position pays from $36 to $40 
a week it is much sought after by the chorus giris.

In one instance a man Who borrowed $50 and dis- 
appeared was traced to San Francisco, thence to 
Australia, touth Afrita, Germany, and when he got 
back to Chicago to his amazement he was presented 
with the unpaid note ~. . 

“Skip hunters” receive from $3 to $5 for each de- 
faulter they locate. Sometimes after tracking @ man 
down they visit all the loan offices in the city to see if 
the newly discovered man is not wanted elsewhere. 
In this manner they frequently make $20 for finding 
one individual. 

Pawnbrokers also often have heavy losses. Up- 
wards of $100,000 worth of stolen property annually fs 
recovered from pawnshops. Everlastingly it is neces- 
sary to be on the lookout for thieves with stolen prop- 
erty and “crooks” who will steal goods from the 
pawnbroker. One of the latest devices is “switch- 
ing watches.” A thief will go into a pawnshop with 
a brass watch up his sleeve. He will ask to be shown 
an expensive gold watch and then distract the pawn- 
broker’s attention for a moment, so that he can sub- 
stitute one wateh for the other.

Switching Diamonds in the Pawnshop. 

One mat entered a pawnshop on State street some 
time ago ard on a fine diamond wapted to borrow 
$100. The pawnbroker offered $75, but the man turned 
indignantly away. Then, after walking a few feet, he 
turned around and accepted the-offer, He received the 
$75, but unwfsely aroused the suspicion of the pawn- 
broker by offering to sell the ticket. It was discovered 
that while turning around he had changed the stones. 
There are imitation diamonds in Chicago which can- 
not be detected from real stones except by their luster, 
ana if the unfortunate pawnbroker makes a loan on 
them he is helpless. ; 

Pawnbrokers usually detect thieves by their man- 
ner. Generally the thief keeps one eye on the street 
to see if he is followed, and’ one eye on the pawn- 
broker. In most cases a little judicious questioning 
proves the thfef to be ignorant of the rea! value of the 
property. Diamonds worth $150 are offered for $10 and 
watches in the same proportion of value. 

Loan men agsert-that ft is the native American and 
not the foreigner who is the most improvident. Of all 
races, the negro is said to be the most impulsive and 
reckless in the spending of money. Frequently he will

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New Styles for Children’s 
Summer Frocks. 


HE little girl in her summer frocks will be 
like her winter prototype, a little girl in a 
kilt skirt and a jumper waist. For the little 
cotton frocks that are to be worn during the 
hot months dark materials will be used 
chiefly, so that the old tests as to whether 
this or that will wash are in force again. The darkar 
colors have taken a hold which they hardly would have 
obtained had it not been for the lightening effect of the 
universal white guampe, and with this they have infi- 
nitely more style than the paler shades. 
Ss ot 


Dark grays, blues, reds, and Scotch plaids are used, 
and lovely new effects in French ginghams. There ts 
an old goods with a new name, now spoken of as rep, 
ence known as Sicilian. Linens, chambfays, French 
ginghams, and crash fill up the list of popular materials. 

The most noticeable thing about the checked and 
plaid gingham frocks is the addition of plain chambray 
bands for trimming. Lovely colors are added, and pret- 
tier combinations are obtained than have been known 
for a long time in the realm of wash goods. New and 
unusual color mixtures are seen in plaids such as once 
would have been known only in silk. Another tempting 
thing is the great number of wash braids which come in 
ell widths and patterns. Several widths, for instance, 
are to be had of the same pattern and coloring. Some 
of these braids have the pattern run in zigzag, some are 
plaided, and others have a Greek key. In both braids 
and bands two strips are laid rext to each other, one 
double the width of the other. 

* * 


The jumper waists and in a few cases the blouses 
are sewed into the skirt belts and the real belts are put 
on extra. They as often as not are made of the braid 
simply turned to a point at the end. Many of the 
jumpers are cut with kimono sleeves, sometimes folded 
on the shoulder and without any seam at the top. Where 
there is one it usually is trimmed with a band of braid, 
making it easy, as in everything about these frocks, for 
the home dressmaker. What grown ups’ clothes have 
lost in simplicity children’s seem to have gained, and it 
never was 60 easy to make what is worn by little folks. 
The kilt skirts are nearly all side plaits turning back 
from a box plait in the middle, varied by those with side 
plaits in groups. Necks are cut high enough and 
shoulder caps long enough to slip off the guampe from 
underneath in the summer. . 

* 

One of the most attractive combinations is e blue 
Hnen dark enough to be serviceable and light enough 
to be pretty. It shows up to a good advantage trimmed 
in the two rows of braid, white with blue checkerings 
through it showing it off at the best. The two widths 
of braid are used around the skirt in this and two 
around the open neck and bottom of the sleeve caps. 
One row of the wide braid is set down the top of the 
@leeve from neck to the énd of the cap. 

In nearly every combination there is something dark 
and contrasting. For instance, a pink rep is trimmed 
with a Roman key braid in black and white. It has 
the waist arranged prettily in three side plaits at both 
back and front and coming together at the shoulders. 
The caps are open up to the shoulder seam and edged 
all around with the braid. This simpie scheme of mak- 

ing the cap open will do much toward making the dress 
pretty, as it brings the braid together decoratively. The 
braid ig put around the neck at tne back and down the 
, front just inside the plaits until it runs into the belt 
fm this dress. The belt also is braid, and, given a good 
_@onspicuous gimp, it is the easiest thing possible to

One pretty idea is carried out in a sleeveless jumper 
made also in plaits down from the shoulder. It comes 
down into the belt without being sewed together under 
the arms, where it is held together by little straps but- 
toning across with pearl buttons. It is the real jpina- 
fore or apron idea. This frock is of blue chambray, 
with white braid finishings. It is cut square neck, and 
the shoulder plaits are spread well out on the arms so 
as to make up for the absence of caps. 

= * 

An unusually pretty frock is made of pink and black 
French gingham in exceedingly large plaid. The skirt 
ls bordered on the bottom with two rows of plain pink 
chambray, an inch and two inches wide. The jumper 
waist is made as usual with plaits on the shoulders, 
but shows how unusual and pretty effects can be ob- 
tained by changing the shape of the neck opening. Here 
it simply is cut out more than half way. down at the 
back, where, instead of running it straight across, a 
little straight tab is permitted to stand up in the mid- 
fie. The pink bias band runs around this to finish it, 
and of course the tab must be hooked up to the white 
waist underneath. Buttonholes and little pearl buttons 
on the guampe would be an improvement here, and the 
Mother who wants to make something a little prettier 
than usual can use the scheme of trimming with pear] 

_ buttons to button these jumpers to the shoulders of the 

part underneath. In this waist I have been describing

The underwaist of all over embroidery {s a good 
beckground for these ginghams, and I notice that it is 
used with this frock, which is a French model. A band 
for fastening up the front with little lace plaitings on 
each side of it is a notion also borrowed from their 

_@lders, like most everything else for little girls. 

A complete blouse to which a dickey only is needed 
comes in conveniently, and a simple way of making it 
is to cut the neck out slightly rounding and open it in 
front under a fitted band which extends around the neck 
and down the front like a collar. Say the dress is of 
blue linen, pipe the band with white, and finish it with 
little pearl buttons. One side laps over the other after 
the fashion of'a little Russian blouse. There is a piped 
Belt of the linen which fastens a little to one side of 
the “collar” and which passes under it. This arrange- 
ment is gained by finishing off the collar band in a, 
point and letting it run down a little way loose. Short 
Sleeves are made to this dress and a pretty way is to 
attach a little embroidery cuff to them. This will give 
it @ complete and finished look when thg dickey is in, 
and if left to baste in each time they always will be

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Coats and Hats for Little 
Summer Girls. 


VERY little girl, even up to the age where she 
{fs a pretty big girl, will need a coat of washe 
able material this year if her wardrobe is to 

: be at its best usefulness and up to date. 

& aS Heavy crashes and ducks are among the ma- 

—" terials used. Mohair and light, unshrinkable 

fiannel, each with warmth and still washable, are the 
most popular materials. They are made on simple lines, 
usually in box coats, and a tubbing does not hurt them, 
and they always are light and pretty looking to wear 
with the white and afternoon dresses. 

For little children pique and all over embroidery are 
to be worn more than ever and linen crash is used to 
fill the same want for girls a little older. Colored coats 
of linen, pique, and Sicilian are a new feature, and if 
@ pretty shade is chosen and the material nicely tailored 
and finished they are extremely attractive. Large white 
pearl buttons are used on them and in soft light blues, 
coral pinks, and light greens they are about the prettiest 
thing that has been Invented for child wear, especially if 
worn over a white frock and with the black hat, which 
promises to become one of the summer classics. Nat- 
urally care has to be taken to test materials and get 
shades that will wash in making up the coats, although 
they can be made to go through a good part of the sum- 
mer by sending them to the dry cleaner’s. Where money 
is a special object making at home with care in seiting 
the colors and shrinking the material will result in 
immense saving. Like all novelties, these little gar- 
ments as they come are way out of proportion to the 
price for which they can be made It is he 
lieved, however, that they will become so popular 
with girls of from 4 to 10 that they soon will get to 
be standard. 

There could hardly be anything more attractive even 
for the good sized girl than her coat of unbleached 
linen crash, worn over a Scotch plaid gingham and 
topped off by a red hat. Over white or pinks or blues 
the cream is equally pretty, and blue and green linens 
are good also in fitting in with things. 

The silk coat in anything except pongee almost en- 
tireiy has gone out. Pongees are used by those who 
can afford them in the same way and in_the same colors 
as the linens, although they are not half so serviceable. 
The taffeta coat in black Is a dead issue, although light 
colored ones are seen for party use. Some of the mohair 
coats are finished with black taffeta collars and cuffs, 
and even this does not bar them from the tub, as wash 
taffeta is used. Water does not hurt even ordinary 
taffeta if the iron is not touched to it. Blue and Diack 
stripes on a white ground predominate in the brilliant- 
ines used, and there are a few wiia red stripes which 
have red silk collars and cuffs. Others are made just 
plainly stitched. 

Coloréd collars and cuffs are popular on the cheviot 
coats also, cloth being used if they are red and velvet 
if they are blue or black. Buttons are made of the 
material—it usually is suiting in Light tans, creams, 
and grays—and the rims are chosen to match the collars 
and cuffs. Red is popular here as elsewhere and red 
cheviot is prominent among wool coats. The most 
practical fashion that the small girl has borrowed from 
her elders is that of wearing turn back pique collare 
and cuffs over her coats. The cuffs especially are the 
vulnerable part, and hzre using wash things as far a 
possible prevails. 

Bright plain colored cheviot coats look particularly 
well, dressed up with white linen, and a coat worn in 
the winter with furs can be freshened in this way at. 
the time to lay furs aside for the little girl whose new 
coat is to be a wash one or perhaps none at all. The 
idea of working a button hole in the corner of these 
linen collars and having them button down on the 
wool collar appeals as being an equally good idea for 
keeping the corners of the cuffs in place. Children 
wriggle so and even grownups have to put in a sur. 
reptitious pin, especially in the cuff corners, 

Red is as popular in children’s hats as it is every 
where else. Solid red is used the most, brightened up 
by flower frimmings, and the materials are light weight 
hair braids made over wire frames. These hats are 
eostly, but they are a lasting investment, as the better 
ones do not fade and they can be trimmed with ribbon 
first and done over with flowers after the more expen- 
sive wreaths and blossoms are reduced. Several things 
are tempting on red hats—for Instance, any red flower, 
as poppies and daisies, or cherries, or grapes in the 
lovely red shades tinge< with green. Plain foliage is 
excellent on a red hat, and there also are wreaths of 
little red thorn apples with green leaves. Red cowslips 
are a new paradox, and, in fact, cowslips are the new 
millinery flower and blossom in all colors. A pretty 
red hat made of hair braid is fitted on a frame so as 
to make it mushroom shape, with scollops in front. It 
has bunches of cowslips in three different red Shades 
with red taffeta ribbon tied across the top of the crown 
and brought In under the brim at the back in a great 
bow under the hair. There also is a tulle bandeau un- 
derneath, as the small miss has much need to have 
her mushroom hat propped up on her head. 

With the exception of the hair braids, which come 
in solid browns, blues, and reds, black is the popular 
color. These come in made hats which are made over 
wire frames just like lingerie. Black China silk Is used 
for covering, and either plaitings of the same or lace 
frills for trimming. A big black ribbon bow is tied at 
the front of these after encircling the hat, or some- 
times a colored ribbon its put on the black. Wreaths 
of colored flowers sometimes are put around among thé 

black lace. These black chapeaux are one of the popular 
styles and are more economical and quite as easy to 
fashion at home as the lingerie hats. Lingerie, by the 
way, is used for the juvenile hat in all degrees of thine 
ness and fineness, from lawn to chambray. Rows of 
inch wide Valenciennes stitched on the covering, which 
is turned in around crown and brim and tacked with @ 
needle, is a style that unas taken the place of the old 
way in which the edges were finished.

HE most conspicuous sults for newness are 
a few of those with plain skirts and coats 
of great length. They are wonderful ex- 
amples of fitting and are molded to the 
figure like wax. Much of the effect depends 
upon the corseting. Wonderful corsets are 
being imported all in one with the “ malillot,” and over 
this close fitting garment there is only one petticoat 
worn, a vrincess cut so that the upper part serves to 
cover the corset. Other devotees of the new slim 
waist merely wear a malllot flounced from the knees 
or the chamois petticoat flounced In the same way with 
silk that is soft and does not rustle. With these a 
corset {is worn covered with a fine silk camisole, 
Maillot, the material that makes, as the word indli- 
cates, a garment that fits the figure closely, is much 
warmer than it would seem to be when held in the hard 

It is the new slim waist of the French dress:inukers 
which {Is bringing abou. this evolution from lingerie, 
It, or they, rather, have totally banished the petticoat 
for the extreme dresser, but they do not give up frills, 
which are attached to the maillot garments more plen- 
tifully than ever. Some of them are dual garments in

Last Thursday evening in Kimball hall a 
concert was given which was devoted to the 
Performing of composition by Heniot Levy, 
the pianist, now resident here. The program 
contained a Concerta for piano, a Trio for 
Piano, violin, and ‘cello, and of piano solos 
&-set of Variations, a Phantasiestueck, a 
Menuet, & Barcarolle, and a Scherzino. Mr. 
Levy ‘himself was the chief performer, being 
assisted in the Concerto by Silvio Scionti at 
the second piano, and in the Trio by Charles 
Moerenhout, Violinist, and Horace Britt 
cellist. Of the Concerto I heard only the last 
movement, which proved to be an allegro 
energico, built up on good strong melodic 
themes and written in brillant and effective 
mranner. Of the piano solos especially enjoy- 
able was the Variations which are fashioned 
in skillful and highly musicianly way .upon 
a thematic subject, which has character and 
individuality of melodic outline.

Long ago, in David Garrick’s time, a lead- 
ing woman of the day, cOmplained because 
Garrick would not let her speak with her 
face to the audience as often as he did him- 
self. She complained that Garrick subordi- 
nated the interest of the play to himself, 
which is a charge which various persons have 
brought against various actors ever since, 
and which likely was brought against actors 
back in the daye of the first productions ot 
the plays of Aristophanes and Sophocies.

Trixie Frigangza is one of the actresses who 
has had her troubles lately. She went out 
as leading woman in the new musical piece, 
“The White Chrysanthemum,” but she sang 
a song #0 well that the leading man could not 
find it in his heart to forgive her. She wired 
to her sister, Beesie Friganza: 

“I have been Janviered out of the show.” 

This new word, “ Janviered,’’ comes from 
the actress, Emma Janvier, who appeared in 
the New. York production of “The Spring 
Chicken,’’ but who did not come to Chicago 
with that organization. She had quarreied 
with Richard Carle, the starofthe piece. At 
first he claimed that under his contract the 
actress could work for nobody except him, 
buty aiter much squabbling, she got a chance 
to go to.work. Another actress who has had 
business troubles with Carle is May de Souza, 
the Chicago prima donna, who now is play-~- 
ing successfully in London. She sang the 
part of Miss Worthington in Carle’s old 
Dearborn theater success, “The ‘lender- 
foot,”’ and she and the star never could get 
along well together.

Frank Daniteis, the comedian, has his 
troubles with his support every little while. 
In his new piece, *‘ The Tattooed Man,’ he 
Was accused not long ago of robbing one of 

‘the members of his company of a hit that 
member had made. Daniels came out and 
took the bows that were intended for the 
other player. The friends of that player 
made a lot of noise about it, and Daniels de- 
fended himself upon the ground that it was 
intended that the character he played shouid 
be the moet important one in the piece. 

William Faversham is one of the stars who 
has had least trouble with the members or 
the companies that support him. He carries 
the same mechanical crew year after year. 
He says that he finds that their criticism of 
the plays in which he appears is helpful, and 
that they cannot be deluded into thinking 
that he has a winner simply because @ lot of 
first nighters make a lot of noise. it was in 
defense of the women of his company that 
Faversham reprimanded a theater party in 
Baltimore not long ago, appealing from them 
to the gallery of the theater for support, and 
getting it. On that momentous occasion he 
prefaced his remarks with the straight irom 
the shoulder lines, ** There isa bunch of taik- 
ing drunks on.the first floor, and they are 
annoying me.”’ 

George Cohan’s troubles with his leading 
woman when she was his wife, Ethel Levey, 
culminated in the ddvorcecourt. Before that 
stage of warfare was reached there had been 
frequent disagreements, even in the wings, 
and the love they made to each other on the 


stage was a joke,

In stock companies it is a rule rather than 
the exception that the leading man and the 
leading woman look at things from different 
points of view. Most piays are written fora 
particular star, either a man or a woman, and 
the rest of the players in the piece Co not ex- 
pect to find themeelves in possession of char-. 
acters to play as good as that which the star 
has. Now, when these plays pass into the 
stock companies for playing there, either the 
leading man or the leading woman finds that 
there is one part m play stronger than the 
e which he or she has. 
"This Giscovery naturally is followed by 
some heart burning, for ina stock company 
the popularity of the leading man and that 
of the leading woman usually are about the 
same. The consequence is that then come 
charges of one player trying to cut Into 4an- 
other’s lines, and exits, and entrances, and 
ali the rest of the ittle things that outside 
of the theater would not call for a second 
thought, but that in the theater are regarded 
as of almost life and death importance, 
~ ‘In some companies in which the husband or 
the wife of the star appears, aithough not in 
a leading part, there is likely to be trouble.

William Travers, her husband, 
ig in the company, but he is not the leading 
man. There have been organizaticns in 
which this situation has resuited in a great 
deal of trouble on the stage, but Miss Walsh 
has had none this year.

Actors Witness 
But Few Plays. 


Actors see fewer plays than do the mem- 
bers of any claes, the members of which are 
not inhibited from théatergoing altogether. 
There today are many actors getting good 
salaries and occupying placegin the support- 
ing companies of first class stars who never 
saw those stars in action until they went to 
work with them. There are many more who 
never have seen Bernhardt, the greatest 
actress in the world, or Richard Mansfield, 
who generally is conceded to stand at the 
head of his profession in this country. 

One reason that Ethel Barrymore is one 
of the best beloved of contemporary actresses 
is because she plays professional matinées 
that really are professional. With many 
players the professional! matinée is used as 
a catch penny device to get people into the 
theater on a Thursday, a Tuesday, ora Fri- 
day who might not come any other after- 
noon when regular matinées were given. 
But Ethel Barrymore, who is among the 
most constant theatergoers herself, always 
is more pleased to see real stage people at 
her professional performances than real 
money.

When Edwin Booth said that he never per- 
mitted his wife or his ‘daughter to attend 
the performance of a modern play until he 
had satisfied himeelf of the character of that 
play himself he furnished the opponents of 
the stage with a weapon which they were 
not slow to use. “ See,’’ they cried, “ here 
is the foremost actor of his time afraid to 
let those that are dearest to him enter the 
playhouse until he has gone first himself and 
seen whether there is pollution there,” and, 
arguing along this line, they declared that 
among actors there are many who will take 
money for appearing, in pieces which they 
would not want their best loved relatives to 
see. 

It is certain that there ts no actor who sees 
as many plays as many persons do who are 
not om the stage. Some of the players do 
not care two sticks for the theater except 
as a means of getting money. Others would 
walk miles to attend any sort ofa theatrical 
performance. The actors make up the best 
audiences in the world to play to, because 
they are lavish with their applause, and, al- 
though they knock persistently, they knock 
between acts and when their knocking is 
shorn of much of its power to do harm.

Some of the best known among the modern 
actors have confessed that they know little 
about what is going forward on the modern 
stage through first hand information. What 
they know they know by hearsay or through 
reading about it. 

In the first place all actors work at night. 
All of them work Saturday afternoon. Most 
of them Wednesday afternoon as well. When 
they are free those other actors whose work 
they might go to study are freealso. Vaude- 
ville is about all that is left for them during 
their spare time. 

Some actors have nospare time. JamesA. 
Bliss, who calls himself “the somewhat 
stout comedian,” and who, after more than 
sixty weeks’ work in the support of Henry 
E. Dixey.in “ The Man on the Box,’’ has 
gone into one of Keith and Proctor’s stock 
companies in New York, took a mock heroic 
farewell of his friends the week before he 
went into stock. 

“You can write to me,”’ he said, “ and ru 
write to you. But I can’t come to see you. 
I'll be playing every night and every after- 
noon and rehearsing every morning.” 

> 


Although no stock company in Chicago 
plays as many performances im a week as 
does the organization into which Bliss has 
gone there is little time in which the mem- 
bers of any of the Chicago companies or of 
any other stock companies, for that matter, 
have leisure to see other players. 

But stock actors get to be better posted 
about the drama than do the actors who are 
in the support of some star who plays one 
piece throughout the whole season, as most 
stars do. For the stock company plays anew 
play every week, and, through this constant 
change, the stock actors get acquainted with 
many plays in the course of the season. 

There is one play ‘that any actor in the 
country will pay real money tosee. Asactors 
never pay to attend the theater it must needs 
be a most attractive play to get their money. 
The play to which all of them would go if 
they had the chance was not written by an 
actor, either. It was written by Augustin 
Daly and fs calle@ “A Night Off." Many 
well known actors have played the principal 
éomedy part In {t—that of Snap, the actor— 
and many more have appeared in some of the 
other characters. The play itself is witty 
and touches the life of the actor at so many 
points that the people of the stage prefer 
it to all others.

He 
claps his hands, as might a joyously excited 
lad or maniac or idiot. Finally, as a cimax, 
he dances for joy—literally dances; and then, 
when Tubal brings to him accounts of his 
truant daughter's waste of his money im her 
honeymoon with a Christian, he fllngs him- 
self on the ground and rolls over and over 
In agonies of impotent fury. 

In the trial scene he affects no humility, 
but fs lordly im manner with his confident 
exultation. He approaches evem the doge 
with only the most empty show of rever- 
ence. The idea evidently is to suggest such 
a fulfillment of his greatest desire as to 
make him regardless of every one and every- 
thing else. For the “not upon your soul. 
but on your sole” lines he sits on the steps 
of a dais, upon which, behind an elaborate 
desk, Portia stands, and he crosses his legs 
under him, tailor wise. Here he removes a 
slipper to whet hie knife, holding the sole 
in one hand and the knife in the other, and 
glowering upon the company as he hones 
the blade. 

This dais ie in the center of the stage, and 
throughout almost the whole act Portia goes 
through a wealth of pantomime, tending to 
suggest that she is constructing her case on 
the spot, instead of having gone over it with 
Bellario as definitely stated in the text. But 
Sigflora Giannini turns over books and pa- 
pers continually, and with growing excite- 
ment, deliberately conveying the Kea to 
those who watch her throughout that she 
came to the court without an idea of a way 
to save Antonio and unexpectedly falis upon 
it there. When Shylock is beaten by it he 
is not crushed, as heretofore, but wavee his 
fists in hateful) defiance, and hisses “* Chris- 
tions ""; as he strides out.

XI... Novelli seems to.me at his 
best, not so much thet he js better than in 
Shakspearé, but that his elaborate methods 
are more consonant with melodrama than 
with the sabtler demands of Shekspeare, 
whether in comedy or tragedy. His Louis 
seems to me about equal in value and sim!- 
lar in effect to Mansfield’s Ivan the Terrible, 
The oddity to note is in his death scene, a 
marvelous study in thrilling realism, which 
misses the subtle significance of Irving's 
steadying of the crown on his shaky head.

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Sutro’s New Play 
Delights London. 
By Hayden Church. 


LONDON. — [Special Correspondence. }— 
Alfred Sutro'’s new play, “Jehn Giayde’s 
Honor,” played for the first time on any 
stage at the St. James’ theater this week, 
watrants more attention than 
cabled notice of its striking success. Per- 
haps it will not make so much money as 
“The Walls of Jericho,”’ which brought the 
dramatist into sudden fame after long wait- 
ing, but it certainly is a far stronger, abler, 
and. more convincing drama—perhaps the best 
that London has had since Pinero’s “ Iris. 

Sutro’s treatment ‘of his millionaire hero, 
although a smal! point in itself, is significant 
of his defiant attitude in this play toward 4 
good many other dramatic conventions. The 
traditional American millionaire of the Brit- 
ish stage is an ill mannered, self-assertive, 
unscrupulous, and loud voiced person, and 
signs have not been wanting that George 
Alexander is considered by some of his critics 
to have been inefficient in presenting John 
Glayde as a quiet gentleman, without accent 
or any other supposedly American character- 
istic. Time was when an American audi- 
ence would have scorned any other portrayal 
of an Englishman than the conventional 
dense, stubborn individual in @ fore-and-aft 
cap, single eyeglass, and loud checked suit; 
but that day has gone by in all of the larger 
American cities—wherein we are ahead of 
the British cousin who still insists as a rule 
that the stage American shall say “‘ w-a-a-1” 
frequently and shall be quite unaccustomed 
to social usages. 

Another stage tradition flouted by Mr. 
Sutro is that the audience never must be 
deceived. Yet two of the strongest inci- 
dents in this play arise from the deception 
of the audience. And the end is so sub- 
versive of stage custom that, if Mr. Sutro 
had been unknown, one ventures to say he 
never. would have got an acceptance for 
* John Glayde’s Honor ”’ in its present form.

The first half hour of the play is its worst. 
The curtain rises on a little dinner party in 
Mrs. Glayde’s Paris flat. The coffee and 
cigarets stage has been reached and we have 
to glean as best we may from the elaborate 
scintillations of the guests that the charm- 
ing young Mrs. Glayde scarcely has seen her 
husband for two years. He has been too 
busy over in America, manipulating trusts 
ahd smashing competitors, to pay any atten- 
tion to her of late, although they married 
for love. But they have had no children— 
and she has been amusing herself in Paris. 
We gather that she has been having a flirta- 
tion with Trevor Lerode, the decent looking 
young artist who has been painting her por- 
trait. ‘Suddenly Glayde himself turns up, 
without warning. Some one has cabled him 
a domestic tip. | 

With Glayde’s appearance there is a cessa- 
tion of clever talk and we get down to busi- 
ness. He “sizes up" Lerode instantly, and 
asks him for a private interview on’ the 
morrow. When the others are gone he 
pleads for his wife’s love. He has been too 
busy amasging his millions, but is pulling 
out of his “ trusts "' even at a moment when 
there is a great fight on, that he may devote 
himself to the little woman he never has 
ceased to care for. ‘* Too late,’’ she says. 
He has sacrificed her love, and must begin 
all over again. Also there isn’t room for 
him in her new flat, and he must spend the 
night at his hotel. Even the touch of his 
hand on her arm evidently is repulsive to 
her.

In the next act Glayde is at his hotel, torn 
between his domestic difficulties and the 
cables apprising him of a rivai’s taid on his 
stocks. He takes on both—dictating cable 
messages, interviewin; xuests of the last 
night's dinner party, .r¢ quietly picking up 
from them such information as he need n- 
cerning Lerode, and dealing with his London 
agents over the long distance’ telephone. 
‘When Lerode arrives Glayde is ready for 
him. The portrait of Mrs. Glayde must re- 
main unfinished, Lerode must undertake 
never to see her again. The artist revolts. 
He will see Mrs. Gladye as often as he likes, 
until she herself asks him to stop calling. 
Glayde is called away for a few moments 
to the Paris-London telephone, and bids the 
ertist think it over while he is gone. 

And here the audience is taken by surprise. 
We had supposed Mrs. Glayde’s affair was a 
Mttie flirtation. But she has been lurking 
In an adjoining room, and when Glayde 
leaves she flies to Lerode’s arms. She bids 
him lie to her husband and promise that he 
never will see her again, otherwise she is 
certain that Glayde will kill him. They will 
fiy together that night to the little French 
town they have visited secretly so often 
before. It goes against the grain for Lerode 
tO agree to this lie, but he yields for the 
woman's sake. As she starts back to the 
door through which she has come, an arm 
appears and the door is softly closed from 
the other side. It is a poignant moment. 
Whose arm was it? Glayde’s? The woman 
tip toes over and peeps through. No one is 
visible, and she goes out’ as her husband 
comes in through another door. 

The audience is as much in doubt as the 
guilty pair, and we all watch Glayde breath- 
lessiy. But he goes on more calmly from 
Where he left off. He - suspects nothing. 
Lerode swallows hard, tells his lie. and de- 
parts. Mrs. Glayde comes in and expresses 
surprise to hear that Lerode has been there.

Who will come forward with the next big 
money maker in a popular song, fill some 
publisher's coffers, draw down the golden 
shower of royalties, create a crush at the 
sheet music counters, and cause e vaude- 
ville singer's name to be printed in big type 
on the billboards? 

Every music publisher in the country is 
anxious to get hold of the hit; every show 
manager craves it for a headliner, and all 
the song artists are willing to sing and 
dance it to glory.

The 
songs that really are successful might almost 
be counted on the fingers of one hand. Pub- 
lishers themselves seem unable to foretell 
with any degree of certainty to what extent 
a song will become popular.

Pay to Be Supes 
in Grand Opera. 


Nearly every musical student and college 
man looks back with fond and enduring rec- 
ollections to the time when he suped in grand 
opera. Acting as a supernumerary in grand 
opera is egsy—all that is needed is for a man 
to take up a certain amount of required space 
and walk about now and then. 

The usual rates are 50 cents a performance 
for supes, but this is a back number in grand 
opera. The supe pays 50 cents for the privilege 
of being allowed to wear a uniform and carry 
@ spear. This ie a little private graft of the 
stage manager. He is allowed 50 cents for 
every extra man used,. but instead of paying 
the man he makes him come through with 
another half dollar, and the result is that the 
stage manager gets a dollar apiece for the 
extra men who appear. 

oe 

This Httle graft is a logical outcome of the 
great supply of supers. When it is known 
that the opera to be sung requires the service 
of extras there is a small sized riot at the 
stage door. To hear an opera costs from $1.50 
to $5, and sometimes, as in the case of ‘‘ Par- 
sifal’’ and “‘ Salome,” $7. To pay this sum 
and sit idly in a seat does not appeal to the ad- 
venturous soul of youth. He wants to tread

After he has fought his way through the 
crowd-of applicants and paid his money he 
is admitted to the Elysian Fielde. He is 
hustled into a small dressing room without 
having a chance to look about him on the 
glorious scenes. In this hole in the wall, for 
it is nothing more, he finds five or six other 
supes. A foreign looking villain who looks as 
though he were a leader of real bandits throws 
in a bunch of clothes and severa! dozen safety 
ping.

An experienced supe explains to him that 
the suits are all made big and that pins are 
used to take reefs in various parts of it. The 
logic of the large suits ts plain—a large one 
will go on any. man, while the use of thé small

When in “The Sunken Bell” Julia 
Marlowe, as the fairy, unloosed her hair 
and let it tumble about her shoulders, many 
of the women in the audience gasped in 
ecstatic admiration, and truly Miss Marlowe 
has wonderful heir. Mary Anderson's hair 
came almost to her heels once, and one of 
her chief troubles wae in keeping it just 
long enough and not too long.

One of the means by which Anna Held 
became most widely known wae through the 
employment of hundreds of thousands of 
lithographs upon which she was represented 
with a heavy fur boa about her shoulders 
and with her reddish hair coiled high upon 
her head. Her hair always has been featured 
by her, and, although the color is not pretty, 
there is so much of the hair itself that It is 
one of her best charme. 

Red, too, is Mrs. Fiske’s hair. It is not 
the elegant redness of Mrs. Carters nor is 
it the dingy red of Anna Held’s. It isa red 
that seems to catch and hold gleams of 
sunshine and that enchains the atten- 
tion of every one whose eyes love 
color. Valeska Surratt, a show girl in one 
of the musical comedies now running, has 
startlingly red hair;-and there is a vivid 
contrast between it and her dead white com- 
plexion. 

Black as the raven's wing is the hair of 
Maxine Elliott, and the hair of Mary Man- 
nering is only a shade lighter. 

Actresses who play emotional parts. with 
few exceptions seem to have jet black hair. 
Lena Ashwell’s hair is coal black, so Is 
Mrs. Langtry’s, and so is Mrs. Pat Camp- 
bell’s. There seems to be some relation be- 
tween the ability to represent fine shades 
and great amounts of emotion and a coiffure 
which is jet black. 

Of course wigs are worn extensively. The 
men, though, that wear hair that is not their 
own surprise more by their names than do 
the women. De Wolf Hopper, Robert Man- 
tell, Louis James, and plenty of other actors 
admit that nature’s crowning glory.in their 
case is a toupee. Charles Bigelow gets along 
without any hair or any toupee.

Still, some of the comediennes have 
black hair. There are few, if any, women 
on the stage who are funnier than Fay Tem- 
pleton. Her hair is black.

Make a list of twenty well known actresses. 
Pick out any twenty. In that list it will be 
found that the ratio of black hairs tolight 
is about as fifteen is to five. In the list of 
emotional actresses it is greater. In ordi- 
nary life there may be more brunettes than 
blondes, but on the stage there are a. great 
many more. True, those blondes that do 
make successes make big ones as a rule. 
Trixie Friganza, .Fritz! Scheff, and plenty 
of other light opera and musical comedy 
principals are brunettes, while, curiously 
enough, more blond chorys girls are to be 
had than brunettes. But, as the ambition of 
everybody in the chorus is to get out of It, it 
might be just as well to start in with no 
handicap to higher success and to be‘a bru- 
nette at the beginning.

'Requisites for 
the Stage. 
By Clara Bloodgood. 


If you have a good mind, and a certain 
amount of magnetism, and an unlimited ca- 
pacity for hard work—earnest, sincere, and 
loving work—it seems to me you can ap- 
proach acting as a profession from any di- 
rection. Luck and sincerity will carry you 
quite a INtle distance, but, like Alice in 
Wonderland, you have to keep moving to 
keep in the same place, and that is where 
work is the chief essential. 

Luck is an intermittent talent: As a 
novice on the stage, I may be considered 
forward in expressing opinions on its ethics, 
but I have had opinions on most subjects be- 
fore I ever tried to act, so this opinion of mine 
must be accepted merely 2s an opinion, not 
as an assertion. 

Unfortunately, the tftied expressions are 
the truest. Yet it is often a great temptation 
to be, let us call it, unexpected. My life on the 
stage has been a safe and kindly one. The 
lessons I have learned from it are to mind 
one’s ,own business when it was consistent
